DRAW ON ARMY STORES 
TO RELIEVE FLOOD VICTIMS 


5 War Department has ordered 
five officers to the flooded dis- 
tricts to investigate the needs of the 
people and, to report to Washington. 
Capt. H. A. Hegeman reported from 
New Madrid, Mo., today he would 
need supplies for about 1000 persons 
a day. He was directed to draw ten 
days’ supplies from the St. Louis army 
depot. The War Department plans to 
buy most of the food supplies from 
merchants in the flooded districts. By 
patronizing them at a time when their 
ordinary trade is the gov- 
ernment feels it will confer a real. 
benefit upon the communi- 


Commissary-General Sharpe today 
Placed $30,000 at the disposal of the 
officials in the flood districts. 

The Red Cross officials are in close 
touch with the War Department in 
relief work. It is possible the or- 
ganization soon may take upon itself 
the entire conduct of the relief work. 
Director Bicknell will go to the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 

The Wells-Fargo Express Company 
today notified the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, in conformity with 


the law, that it would transport free 


of charge donations of tents, supplies, 
money, food or clothing for the 
sufferers. This applies also to govern- 
ment supplies. 

Interruption of the mail service in 
the Mississippi Valley is the most 
serious in the history of the postal 
service, Postmaster-General Hitch- 
cock said today. Scores of towns in 
the lower valleys are isolated com- 
pletely so far as mail communication 
is concerned, and the situation is 
growing worse. 
Two more important Mississippi 
River levees broke today, flooding a 
large area in addition to that already 
inundated as the result of the onward 
rush of the ever-increasing volume of 
water.

FOURTEEN CITIES SEND 
DELEGATES TO MEETING. 


OUTH PASADENA, April . 6.— 
88 of the San Gabriel 
Valley were represented at a meet- 
ing of the Inter-City Commission last 
evening. at the City Hall here, to dis- 
cuss ways and means to construct an 
outfaH sewer to solve the 
problems which one by one they are 
all required to work out. The Inter- 
City Commission had sent invitations 
to the representatives of other cities 
who met in Covina early this week, 
for the purpose of obtaining co-opera- 
tion. In response there were present: 
L. L. Ratekin, E. P. Warner, J. L. 
Matthews, J. N. Wilson, Covina; C. 
E. Bayley, Pomona; Dr. L. W. Atkin- 
son, M. J. Coffin, Azusa; J. W. Stone, 
W. G. Legg, Compton. 
In brief, the sentiment of the rep- 
esentatives of each of the cities was 
ummed up in the words of Dr. At- 
n of Azusa, “If there is going to 
be an outfall sewer, we want to be in 
h the ground floor.” 
2 At the outset, John D. Reavis, pres- 
ident of the Inter-City Commission, 
‘announced that the well-known engi- 
neer, 8. B. Olmstead of Los Angeles, 
had been retained by that body for 
the purpose of making the prelim- 
inary reports, and at the close of the 
meeting it was agreed that one dele- 
gate from each of the cities sheuld be 
named to form a committee to wait 
upon the Board of Supervisors and de- 
— what legal steps would be neces- 
sary before starting the actual work 
of constructing the sewer. In this 
way there will be at least fourteen of 
the leading cities of Los Angeles 
county co-operating toward one end. 
In outlining the work which the 
commission already had accomplished, 
for the benefit of the visite Mr.

When the Panama Canal” opens 
you win have one of the greatest 
ports on the Coast,” said Wall, last 
night. 

Wall is one of the oldest of the 
corps of thiry special agents In point 
of service, but not in years.. His 
duties have taken him through many 
countries of Europe, and he is a rec- . 
ognized authority on methods ‘of 
smuggling. “This is a subject that has 
not needed a great amount of at- ‘ 
tention on the Pacific Coast,” he said, 
“save in the matter of two things— 
the importation of Chinese and of 
opium. With the promise of a great 
increase in maritime travel and of 
foreign business on account of the 
canal, this coast is being schooled to 
Its needs in anticipation of what may 
be expected from future smugglers. 

“We have been gradually educat- 
ing the public to the fact that smug- 
giing is really a crime, a penal of- 
fense in the same class as larceny, 
and is punishable, not only with a 
fine, but imprisonment. For years 
the mention of the name of any 
petty politician in New York, even 
down to precinct captains of parties, 
assured the average New Yorker im- 
munity from gearch on the part of 
the customs inspectors, who wess 
ruled by these powers to a great ex- 
tent. 

“This some condition of affairs ex- 
isted in other cities, and when Loeb 
took the position he did so with the 
understanding that there would have 
to be a change, a reform in methods 
which allowed many thousands of 
dollars of revenue slip through the 
hands of the customs officials. The 
day he gave the word to begin the 
rigorous enforcement of the customs 
collections was taken up, and the 
result has been an almost unbeliev- 
able increase in receipts from travel- 
ers who are bringing back luxuries.”

Wall told of the many different 
methods employed by persons in try- 
ing to evade paying duty. “The 
range is so wide and Ingenious that 
it would take a book to enumerate 
them all,” he said. “One little Jew- 
ish jeweler, comes to mind who act- 
ed suspiciously, and who, when 
searched, was found carrying 120 dia- 
mond rings of large size on a string.

I was not long in finding the most 
* villager, a very small In- 
dian woman and very. very old, her 
face like polished mahogany and hair 
as White as snow. Although her face 
and head seemed so clean, she was 
absolutely in rags. I opened the 
package, at the same time asking her 
in Spanish (as most California Indians 
speak Spanish) of she would like u 
new dress. Her old eyes smiled as she 
put out a brown withered hand and 
selected a lavender flannel kimona 
and a black skirt. She took the 
things and disappeared like magic in 
the brush. 

We also-went farther, but found no 
better baskets than old Maria was 
making under the cottonwood trees. 

The young Indians do not know 
much about basketry. The many 
schools provided by the government 
are Witting the Indian for modern 
methods. The old basket weavers 
are fast passing away and I am afraid 
that at no distant day it will be a 
lost art. 

We decided to break camp and 
wander on. We finally returned to 
our first stopping place. We found, 
to our delight, the little old Indian 
woman clothed in lavender and black, 
seated on a clean square of burlap, 
her hands crossed in her lap. her 
bare feet tucked under her new skirt. 
Her face was turned toward the west; 
she was gazing off over the valley of 
Guamache (peace and plenty.) She 
looked like a Pagan God, never, mov- 
ing. while below her in the valley, the 
orange groves and beautiful homes 
of a new generation told of the re- 
sults of civilization, and she, the: rem- 
nant of past history, seated on the 
ground with eyes that saw not and 
ears that -would not hear. Perhaps 
wisely, who shall say.

“Taking the school to the in 
Cincinnati” is the title of an article in 
“The Survey” that is of more than 
passing interest to both teachers and 
pupils. The theory of sending boys 
and girls from their ,classrooms to 
workshops where the passing mark 
is 100 per cent. and not 60 per cent., 


practiced in Cincinnati 
demonstrated as practical and satis- 
facto to both manufacturers and 
school officials. 

The casual visitor would probably 
be disappointed with what he can see 
about the half-shop, half-classroom 
method. The engineers and the High 
School boys and girls who are on the 
‘half-and-half plan, look just like 
other engineers and boys and girls 
who get all their education at school. 
No living man could ve told which 
of the large number of workers in the 
foundry were university men. I 
thought, perhaps, it would be safe to 
assume that those doing the greasiest, 
dirtiest work would not be college 
men, but even here I was mistaken. 
‘They did not even differ from the 
non-college men working side by side 
with them in the matter of pay, be- 
cause they were receiving market 
value for the time spent in the shops.

“The system is known as 
tive, and the workers under it are 
called the ‘co-op students." These 
students, the manufacturers say, if 
they are any good at all, work harder 
and so give more for the money they 
receive than other workers who are 
less ambitious to get ahead. They 
take more pride in their work and 
do better work, and so attract the at- 
tention of the men over them. Here 
are the other reasons given for the 
high position these co-op students 
hold in the shops: : 

“ ‘Cincinnati's future p ty de- 
pends upon her having not only high 
grade but the highest grade of skill in 
her factories; their public spirit and 
enthusiasm have been appealed to 
and they believe it is good for the 
boys and good for education as well 
as good for business.“ 
departure from the usual educa- 
tional methods was advised by 
Miss Anna E. George of Tarrytown, 
Pa., in a recent-talk before the Pub- 
lic Education Association of Phfla- 
deiphia. Miss George, who is a pupil 
and representative of Dr. Maria 
Montessori in this country, describe 
the Montessori education system es- 
tablished in Rome, and which in four 
years has almost revolutionized child 
éducational methods in many parts of 
the world. 

Miss George, who went to Rome 
and studied with Madam Montessori 
for a year, conducts the only school 
in which the system is taught in this 
country. The system has for its great 
feature the securing of discipline 
through liberty. Miss George ex- 
plained that children are not natural- 
ly unruly when thelr minds and 
hands are occupied in connection with 
something in which they are inter- 
ested. The system is based on the 
principle of developing the individual 
personality. 

“No limit is set on what a child 
can do,” said Miss George. ‘The 
teacher simply intervenes for the pur- 
pose of directing the child to go in 
the direction of its natura! bent. The 
method of teaching is the result of 
actual scientific experiment, not the 
product of abstract thought or sud- 
den inspiration. The spirit of the 
teacher must be the spirit of the 
scientist, reverently watching and as-_ 
sisting the progress of his experi- 
ment, rather than attempting to in- 
terfere and predetermine results. 

“In the Montessori classrooms there 
are no stationary seats and desks and 
the children are not expected to re-

repressed is that which does not tend 
to some useful purpose. The teacher 
says very little, and instruction is 
given not in classes or groups, but 
Much emphasis is laid 
on self-dependence. The child who 
is led to find a thing out for himself 
generally knows it, the one who is 
told usually does not.” 

Miss George said the development 
and association of sense constituted 
one of the foundation stones of the 
system. She described the method by 
which a little child is taught to dif- 


ferentiate by the sense of touch. A 


smooth card and a rough card are 
placed before the little one, whose 
fingers are drawn over the surface. 
As the fingers pass over the smooth 
eard the word “smooth” is repeated. 
So it is with the rough card, until 
the child by association can dif- 
ferentiate. In the same manner the 
children learn to distinguish geometric 
figures and various other shapes and 
sizes cut out of wood. There is much 
teaching by object.

A different relationship between a 
child and its earliest teachers is ad- 
vocated by Sigmund Spaeth in Har- 
pers Weekly. Every trace of useful 
information is carefully concealed 
from the very young child, he says. 
A rattle, or at most a rubber doll, is 
its only plaything. As it grows older 
it is very slowly and gradually in-

troduced to the various forms of the 
anima! kingdom. Of the mysteries of 
numbers and of language it has as 
yet ho conception. Its constant ques- 
tions are for the most part answered 
“humorousty” and hence incorrectly, 
or they are not answered atall. This 
eternal humor“ is most galling of 
all. Why should a human infant be 
such an ftrresistible joke? The lower 


animals take their young seriously, | 


and train them from the start with 
a very definite purpose in view. Yet 
their possibilities are infinitesimal as 
compared with those of the average 
baby. And we sit calmly by and en- 
joy the “humor” of childhood and in- 
‘sist that the child is enjoying itself 
also, even though its little soul may 
be thirsting for information which is 
laughingly denied it. And we con- 
tinue to put ‘off the inevitable day 
when the child will have to take life 
seriously, and hence, according to our 
tradition, sadly. 

One important point which is quite 
overlooked by the upholders of the 
‘brainiess child is the fact that non- 
sense and silliness are just as taxing 
to the infant mind as useful informa- 
tion would be. It requires no more 
mental effort to realize that A is A 
than to grasp the extraordinary fact

All theatrica! stories start, “And 
entering a hole-in-the-wall, eqpipped 
with a bleak carpet, a few once-were 
chairs and a barren desk, we were 
aware that we stood in the sanctuary 
of the great manager.” 

Except this one. ie 

I don't know just how to begin this 
yarn, for having lost my copy of 


Arabian Nights pilfered by one of 
the prurient, I am at a loss for terms 
sufficiently oriental and  effulgent 
wherewith to jewel an inaugurative 
sentence. ; 

So I don't think I shall begin or 
commence, but just jump in and 
start. 

Clarence Drown. 

And the gospel of Clarence. Drown 
is to have the most beautiful the- 
atrical office in the world, 

Of its size. i 

And its size is half-portion. But 

remember, the Koh-i-noor and the 
Cullinan are not as big as cobble 
stones. 
Ik it were possible to think of Mr. 
Drown as little, you might call him 
half-portion; or the managerial demi- 
dark. But one 
doesn't think of him as little, after 
one has known him fifteen consecu- 
tive seconds. Therefore you are just 
as apt to think of him as a white 
hope, instead of.the managerial ban- 
tamweight—which he really is. 

This lovely office is the jewel in 
the heart of the new Orpheum bulld- 
ing, second floor, front, reachable 
only through the general office and 
the telephone exchange—which, by 
the way, are pretty classy in them- 
selves. The radiance of the inner 
aura, as it were, spreads through 
them in, reflected glory. 

If you wish to see this offce go up 
and speak the open sesame to Mr. 
Drown's private secretary. But 
don't. 

Tell her that you are an actor with 


A bill collector; 

An amachure — 
sketch; * 

An old friend; 

Or merely one of the curious. 

Recause if you do, you won't get in. 

Rather, tell her— 

That you owe Mr. Drown a little 
money, and that you wish to pay him 
in person. 

That may get you by, and when 
once in, confess freely. He is a kind 
man, with a sense of humor, and he 
may not call the slave. Or eject you 
in person, which I think he would be 
quite capable of doing. 

On crossing the threshold, your 
foot, perhaps somewhat alarmed at 
itself, will sink noiselessiy into a car- 
pet as soft and deep as the fur on a 
healthy Angora, and just the tint of 
autumn leaves. 

Brown is the entire color-scheme. 
There is a relief, however, in the 
mahogany furniture, and in the won- 
derful sea-scape which glows at you 
from above the managerial desk. The 
sunlight fairly leaps from this dark 
frame. It suggests a lonely beach on 
a summer afternoon, the delights of 
absolutely virginal surf-fishing, and 
breaker-diving with no more garb- 
encumbrance than you wore down in 
the erik“ back home, sixteen years 
ago. It's a great picture, that. 

There is no day in this office when 
the autumnal melancholy is not glori- 
fied, chased and driven away by the 
glow of great masses of red carna- 
tions. This flower, with its deep rich- 
ness and its clove-scent, seems to be 
the Drown emblem. It rises from the 
most beautiful green jars that vou 
could imagine. The paper cutter. the 
scissors, and the other implements 
on the mirror-like flat desk are also 
of green, a sort of laid-out-in-the- 
rain copper, as it were. The walls 
are of brown, leather-panelled. The 
chairs are of deep, heavy, restful ma- 
hogany. There is a couch—lI think 
it's the color of a shallow sea-water. 
But the couch belongs in a press- 
room, that’s where the 
lying ts. 

The leading role in this e eye-drama. 
however, is played by the window- 
hangings. Of red, brown, green, and 
intangible shadings, they filter Broad- 
way until it becomes the Wasir's gar- 
den, on the near side of their magic 
screen. Literally, they make this of- 
fice a mosque, and when the after- 
noon sun hits thetr street-surface and 
becomes aged and wined and drugged 
in the coming-through. you uncon- 
sciously look for a white turban and 
listen for the Muezzin’s call to praver. 

Now after this In-a-Persian-Garden 
stuff you expect me, quite naturally, 
to describe Mr. Drown receiving in 
a fez, sandals, a white robe, a red 
sash, a gilt curio-store sword, and a 
general odor of sanctity, super-refine- 
ment, affectation, balderdasn and 
punk. 

Mr. Drown may receive you in the 
odor of a meat-paper cigarette he 
deftly rolls himself, but be assured 
if there are other odors—than those 
of the  clove-carnations—you win 
bring them with you. 

This sense of luxurious beauty must 
rest somewhere in the seventh sub- 
cellar of the little manager's soul, 
for 3 Lord knows it ver surfaces 


If all things, he is 
the plain people. 

He is an omnivoro 
glommer of tales. Story-telling is 
his one hobby. His own collection 
is of the choicest. He adds to it and 
distributes his wares with fine gen- 
erosity and a connoisseur'’s discrimina- 
tion in audiences.

Bay-of-Avalon couch as I dared, I 
asked him, the other day-——while the 
photographer defiled the walls of pas- 
‘sionate-brunette with flash-powder— 
just why he had gone into such ex- 
treme artistic detail in the perfec- 
tion of his cameo-office.

He 
didn’t appear very pleased. 

A newspaper man would chuckle 
in all directions on diseovering a 
check for as large an amount as 3 
cents; not so the manager of a theater 
whose net profit is $80,000 a year— 
a manager who is vice-president. of 
the greatest vaudeville circuit in the 
world. 

This chocolate Caliphate that Drown 
now possesses is a reward, in a way, 
for years and years of the toyghest 
sort of service in the toughest sort of 
territory. 

Though Mr. Drown, with the aid 
of just three or four touches of make- 
up, could still be absolutely the 
juvenile in any play, he, in reality, 
was the advance guard of western 
vaudeville. 

It was Drown who took the first 
really big vaudeville shows ‘over the 
road, playing them in all sorts of 
stands and tanks, from Jonesboro, 
Ark., to Medicine Bow, Wyo. 

Drown’ s big bunch of high-priced 
taleht was always well looked after, 
but for years he himself was glad 
to fare on coffee and beans, In making 
his quick jumps, and if he broke the 
ice in the pitcher in the village tavern 
—well, he hoped the water under the 
ice was clean, and he was truly thank- 
ful if he found it so. 

Drown has virtually built the 
Orpheum business in Los Angeles into 
what it is. It was he who moved the 
Orpheum from the old Grand Opera- 
house into Spring street; it was he 
who began a subtle, quiet, but im- 
mediate, campaign for the great 
Orpheum of today, on South Broad- 
way. 

And next? 

Well, while I'm wondering I'd like

UP IN ARMS. 
At Munich and everywhere else the 
artist world is up in arms against the 
new censorship; because it is feared 
that after the “Bare-Maniacs” have 
disposed of the nudities of Italy, 
France and Scandinavia they will at- 
tack German nudity. The artists 
point out that all great German nine- 
teenth century painters—Feuerbach, 
Habermann, Klinger, Liebermann and 
Marees—painted nudes plentifully;

LONDON, March 20.—There is a 
Scotch family in London whose mem- 
bers could, an’ they would, give us 
almost as many and as interesting 
reminiscences of J. M. Barrie as Her- 
bert Spencer's two spinster acquaint- 
ances at Brighton did of that philos- 
opher, no great time ago. Barrie's 
friends never will do this, but if they 
did it would be little more than turn 
about, for they tell me that the author 
of “Peter Pan,” who was best known 
to them in his early days in London, 
did not hesitate to use as copy any 
entertaining episode or anecdote he 
heard related while visiting them. 
They grew quite accustomed, in fact, 
to picking up the “St. James's Ga- 
zette” (now the Evening Standard.“) 
for which Barrie then wrote regular- 
ly, and finding their ‘“table-talk” 
chronicled in its pages. He was em- 
phatically the ‘“‘cheil amang them 
taking notes and he mostly did 
“prent it.” It was the famous editor 
of the “St. James's,” the late Freder- 
ick Greenwood, by the way, who per- 
suaded Barrie to leave his editorial 
work on the “Nottingham Journal,” 
and to come to London, and among 
Barrie's first contributions to Green- 
wood's paper were the “Auld Licht 
Idyils.” 

My friends saw most of him at this 
time and during the next few years, 
or when Barrie was turning thirty. 
He was very Scotch, painfully shy, 
and, as one would expect, not rolling 
in wealth in those days. The frugali- 
ty which is said to characterize his 
nation was not absent from the bud- 
ding genius, though when Barrie 
turned up, as he once or twice did, 
with his boots tied with ordinary 
string, the mater was put down to the 
remissness of the artistic tempera- 
ment. | 

Herbert Spencer's lady biographers

in her autograph book. Barrie wrote, 
“Beware of a pale woman with a 
large appetite.” I saw it the other 
day, in his firm, a bit precise, hand- 
writing. Evidently the writer thought 
well of this “mot,” which, to its re- 
cipient, seemed no great shakes, or 
else he deemed it best not-to be too 
prodigal of his quips, for some years 
after the lady read in a newspaper 
that he also had written it in the au- 
tograph book of a fair one in Not- 
tingham. 

They saw a lot of him while he was 
writing his most famous stories, The 
Little Minister,” “Sentimental Tom- 
my and the rest, and had become 
a great man in the literary world. He 
came back delighted, they say, with 
his first visit to the United States, and 
and described with special gusto his 
visit to Mary E. Wilkins Freeman, who 
gave him what were fondly intended 
to be “real Scotch scones,” but which 
Barrie described as “rather fearsome 
things. He was lively enough with 
folk, like these acquaintances, whom 
he knew well, and a great hand for 
games. If no real game was avail- 
able he improvised one, and the 
spectacle of Barrie hilariously playing 
“billiards” on their dining-room table 
with apples for balls and a walking 
stick as cue was witnessed by these 
friends more than once. At one of 
their Christmas dinners, ne gave a 
tighly comic imitation of himself re- 
plying to a toast at a public banquet. 

It was after Barrie's marriage, and 
the emigration to Canada of a son of 
the house who had been one of the 
author’s closest chums, that, my 
friends more or less lost track of him. 
Their recollections of him really be- 
gin with his school-days at Drum- 
fries, and they remember vividly, 
amongst other things, his juvenile ap- 
pearance—as a female character—in 
a school play. He wore a blonde wig 
and was as feminine in appearance as 
amateur “make-up” could contrive, 
but when he spoke, they say, it was 
in such deep, lugubrious voice that a 
Scotch woman present cried, “Bless 
the laddie, he might be a widow in 
first mourning.” And, as one more 
example of the proverbial lack of rev- 
erence for a prophet in his own coun- 
try, they quote an old Scotsman from 
Barrie's birthplace, who visited them 
in London, and was told of the prog- 
ress that had been made in the world 
by various mutual acquaintances. To 
most of this relation he listened with- 
out surprise, but when they told of 
the fame attained by the author of 
“A Window in Thrums,” the old man 
burst out incredulously, “What? Wee 
Jamie Barrie?“ 


For a periodical to have existed for 
close on eighty years and never, in 
all that time, to have paid for a con- 
tribution, must be a record, one 
would think. If so, that record is 
“The Naturalist,” an illus- 
trated monthly magazine which has 
rather a big circulation in this coun- 
try, and which, according to the dec- 
laration of its own editor, never yet 
has parted with cash for “copy.” An 
acquaintance, who recently “submit- 
ted” a manuscript to “The Natural- 
ist,” together with a suggestion re- 
garding terms, received the following 
reply from its directing gepius. Dear 
Mr. Blank: I beg to thank you for 
your letter, but although we have 
been in existence since 1833, we have 
never yet paid for a contribution.” 
Any American editor who thirsts to 
know how the thing is done hereby 
is informed that the address of “The 
Naturalist” is Hull. 


We all pretend to frown on self- 
advertisement, yet a lot off really 
great men and fine artists have gone 
in for it. Among those who did not 
disdain its “sweet uses” was, it seems, 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti. Rossetti once 
told a friend in a whimsical mood 
that he wanted to buy an elephant 
“I mean him,” he said, “to clean the 
windows; and then when passers-by 
see the elephant cleaning the windows 
they will say, ‘Who lives in that 
house?"

“J find nothing more interesting 
than to look into these records of the 
past and it is gratifying to see how 
Pennsylvania, the keystone of the na- 
tion led in so many other directions 
as well as in constructive patriotism. 
In the matter of dress, which natur- 
ally claims feminine attention, people 
are apt to believe that all Pennsyl- 
vanians were sombrely clad as Quak- 
ers, whereas even these religious folk 
had to be solemniy warned against 
wearing hoop skirts, scarlet slippers, 
rolled hair and puffs, as may be seen 
in the old notices about 1750.

Marine by John Donovan 
John Donovan's exhibition of th 
ty-four marines opened last Monday 
in the Steckel gallery, to continue for 
| two weeks. 
The painter, Who was born in De- 
troft, ras lived in Los Angeles for sev- 
eral years, and has exhibited once be- 
fore in the Steckel gallery. He studied 
art in Detroit under John Ward Dun 
more, who was a pupil 
Couture. Donovan won a scholarship 
in the life class. After leaving Duns- 
more he taught drawing in Assump- 
tion College, Sandwich. Ontario. Later 
he tried the newspaper game, doing 
both reporting and illustrating. This 
work did not especially appeal to him, 
however, and he soon gave it up. 
Since his earliest boyhood Donovan 
has been fond of the sea and of the 
Sailor's life, and his vacation days 
Were spent in paddling over the De- 
troit River and in sailing up Burlina- 
ton Bay. When his brief newspaper 
experience came to an end he started 
for Europe, and “knocked about” the 
English, Irish and French coasts with 
fishermen, thoroughly enjoying the 
freedom of the life, and incidentally 
working hard at his painting. 
This glorious holiday being over. he 
resumed study, remaining in London 
for some time, and then drifting on to 
Paris, where he drew from life under 
Delecluse. He did no painting in any 
of the schools, but found his 
eolor afterwards. That this color is 
eminently satisfactory no one, looking 
at the present exhibition. can deny 
Though subdued, it is still rich, and 
there is life in the grays Which he 
uses so freely. 
You will probably nete. as I did, 
that Donovan never paints a cheerful 
sea. Smiling, sunny effects are entire- 
ly wanting in the exhibition. 
are starms, approaching squalls, high 
winds with rain, brooding twilichts, 
somber dawne—but no studies 
brilliant high noon, no quiet, unruffied 
reaches of sea. Too, it should be no- 
ticed that there are no shipwrecks, for 
though Donovan has a sea-mew’'s en- 
ultation in a “big blow.”’ he has no use 
for deep-sea theatricals. . 
The artist has been in search of the 
immensities of ocean—its wild unrest, 
its stupendous weight, its splendid 
force and its magnificent rages. Its 
sweet placidities—for old ocean has 
plenty of these, too—he 
left for other hands to picture. Now 
and again, however. he has been 1¢é 
by the Ihre of quiet waters in sunlit 
coves, and has painted 
poetry and feeling. But mostly he 
seeks the open sea, his ambition being 
to paint supremely well that most 
dificult of artistic themes, sky and sea 
without land or living thing in sight. 
If such a subject is made absorbingly 
interesting, you may be sure that the 
painter of {it is a true artist. 
Donovan has made it Interesting not 
once but many timés. One of 
best examples of his success in this 
exhibition is the large canvas which. 
he calle “Brooding Sea,“ where mass 
and weight and movement, all under a 


heavy trail of smoke reaches close to 
the bosom of thb sea toward the 
glooming cloud-rack. 

In “Coming Squall” we have an ef- 
fect wonderfully well rendered. Past 
the edges of gray clouds made as opal- 
escent as a rainbow by a shaft of light, 
we have a glimpse of Sky so blue that 
it is almost black.

United States Government Uses 

Many Symbols for Description of 

Areas Covered by Surveyors. 

{New York Tribune: ] If you were 
making a reconnaissance of a large 
area of greatty diversified country ana 
were taking copious notes of the vari- 
ous natural characteristics observed, 
as well as the many works of man, 
your notes would corsist to a 
extent of discussions of constantly re- 
curring types which might well be 
expressed by symbols. The printed 
er written sign language is far oltier 
than the alphabet and there is in com- 
mon use today in the United States an 
official sign language which so far ae 
geographic features are concerned is 
sufficient to describe fully, without 


the use of a single word, the most un- 


usual area within the country or any 
ef its outiving possessions. This is the 
collection of symbols and abbrevia- 
tions adepted by tae United States 
that may take from two to four weeks. 
Geograpaic Board and published, with 
the signification, on a large sheet by 
the United States Geological Survey. 
By the use of these symbols every- 
thing of the nature mentioned can be 
described by an amateur map maker 
or can be read on any government 
map, and any one who has the key to 
the symbols cap read the map and 
learn the character of the area so 

as the map depicts it. 

Thus. a rock in the ocean whose er- 
act position is doubtful is represented 
by a simple sign the size of a pin- 
aead. and an olf weill or a telegraph 
station is indicated by another symbol 
no larger.

PEARL HARBOR A GIBRALTAR. 


By Midsummer the United States 
Will Have Completed an Impreg- 
nable Mid-Sea Naval Base. 
{Christian Science Monitor:! 
midsummer or early fall it is expecte 
that the w of constructing the 
approaches earl Harbor will be 
completed an nen the United States 
will have in t Pacific a national de- 
fense as impörtant and as impreg- 
nable as that of Great Britain at 
Gibraltar. When completed the work 
will have cost about $10,000,000. 

The channel leading into the harbor 
has already been cut to a depth of 
thirty feet below low tide and will 
thus pass some of the cruisers of the 
Pacific station. But the cutting is to 
continue until there will be enough 
water to float the greatest of the 
dreadnoughts. 

Pearl Harbor is to be the most 
strongly fortified naval base in the 
Pacific, if not in the world. The har- 
bor is landlocked and is distant from 
miles. When the 
channels to the east, the middle and 
the west locks havé been dredged, the 
harbor will be large enough to float 
the combined navies of the world. 
The work of construction has been 
under way more than twelve years 
and it was hastened materially after 
the Spanish War and the occupation 
by the United States of the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

Hidden forts and disappearing guns 
of the latest pattern are to protect the 
new harbor. The guns will use smoke- 
less powder so as to render their dis- 
covery by an enemy more unlikely 
than otherwise would be the case. 

The most of the expense in con- 
nection with this great undertaking 
has been for the cutting of a chan- 
nel through one side of a oral reef 
o that vessels can get to deep water 
inside the harbor. The coral is of the 
hardest character and, therefore, the 
work has been slow. But the re- 
sulte will de permanent and there will 
be no need of dredging to keep the 
channel o More than 4,600,000 
cubic yar of coral reef have. been 
excavated to open the approaches to 
the inner harbor. 

The solid character of the coral reef 
will afford a fine foundation for the 
graving deck. The drydock has been 
planned on a large scale. It is 720 
feet long, 110 feet wide and fifty-five 
feet deep, large enough in every way 
for any battleship.

PEARL HARBOR A GIBRALTAR.

By Midsummer the United States 

Will Have Completed an Impreg- 

nable Mid-Sea Naval Base. 

{Christian Science Monitor:] 
midsummer or early fall it is expect 
that the work of constructing the 
approaches to Pearl Harbor will be 
completed and then the United States 
will have in the Pacific a national de- 
fense as important and as impreg- 
nable as that of Great Britain at 
Gibraltar. When completed the work 
will have cost about $10,000,000. 

The channel leading into the harbor 
has already been cut to a depth of 
thirty feet below low tide and will 
thus pass some of the cruisers of the 
Pacific station. But the cutting is to 
continue until there will be enough 
water to float the greatest of the 
dreadnoughts. 

Pearl Harbor its to be the most 
strongly fortified naval base in the 
Pacific, if not in the world. The har- 
bor is landlocked and is distant from 
Honolulu twelve miles. When the 
channels to the east, the middle and 
the west locks have been dredged, the 
harbor will be large enough to float 
the combined navies of the world. 
The work of construction has been 
under way more than twelve years 
and it was hastened materially after 
the Spanish War and the occupation 
by the United States of the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

Hidden forts and disappearing guns 
of the latest patiern are to protect the 
new harbor. The guns will use smoke- 
less powder so as to render their dis- 
covery by an enemy more unlikely 
than otherwise would be the case. 

The most of the expense in con- 
nection with this great undertaking 
has been for the cutting of a chan- 
nel through one side of a oral reef 
do that vessels can get to deep water 
inside the harbor. The coral is of the 
hardest character and, therefore, the 
work has been slow. But the re- 
sults will be permanent and there will 
be no need of dredging to keep the 
channel open. More than 4,600,000 
cubic yards of coral reef have been 
excavated to open the approaches to 
the ifiner harbor. | 

The solid character of the coral reef 
will afford a fine foundation for the 
graving deck. The drydock has been 
planned on a large scale. It is 720 
feet long. 110 feet wide and fifty-five 
feet deep, large enough in every way 
for any battleship.

56 votes. 


The women did good work in On- 
tario, but they evidently failed to 
reckon with Upland. Mrs. Lois A. 
Bennink, wife of Assemblyman ©. II. 
H. Bennink, eleventh-hour candidate 
that she was, did remarkably well, 
leading her nearest competitor at the 
Ontario polls by three votes, but the 
women of Upland falled to rally to 
her support and she Was defeated by 
eighteen votes.

SUPERSTITIOUS ABOUT BATS. 

Ball players are very superstitious 
about the bats. Did you ever notice 
how the clubs are all laid out in a 
neat, even row before the bench and 
are scrupulously kept that way by 
the bat boy? If one of the bats by

any chance gets all the pley- 
ers will shout: 

“Uneross the bats! Uncross the 
bats!” 


“It's as bad as discovering a three 
alarm fire in an excelsior factory. 
Don't believe it? Then listen to what 
happened to the Giants once because 
a careless bat boy neglected his duty. 
The team was playing in Cincinnati 
in the season of 1906 when one of the 
bats got crossed through the care- 
lessness of the bat boy. What was 
the result? ‘Mike’ Donlin, the star 
slugger of the team, slid into third 
base and came up with a broken 
ankle. 

Ever Bince that time, we have car- 
ried our own boy with us because a 
club with championship aspirations 
can't afford to take a chance with 
those foreign 
bats. They are likely to throw you 
down at any time. 

The Athietics have a funny super- 
stition which is private or confined to 
their team as far as I know. When 
luck seems to be breaking against 
them in a game, they will take the 
bats and throw them wildly into the 
air and let them He around in front 
of their bench topsy-turvy. They call 
this changing the luck, and any other 
club would consider that it was the 
worst kind of a jinx. But it is the 
game theory that card players have 
about shuffling the cards up to bring 
a different run of fortune. Then, if 
the luck changes, the Athletics throw 
the bats around some more to keep it. 
This act nearly cost them one of their 
best ball players in the third game 
of the late lamented world’s series. 

The Philadelphia players had 
tossed their bats to break their run 
of tuck, for the score was 1 to 0 
against them, when Baker came up 
in the ninth tnning. He cracked his 
now famous home run into the right 
field bleachers, and the players on the 
bench hurled the bats. wildly into the 
air. In jumping up and reaching for 
a bat to throw, Jack Barry, the short- 
stop, hit his head on the concrete 
roof of the bench and was stunned 
for a minute. He said that little 
black specks were floating in front 
of his eyes, but he gamely insisted on 
playing the contest out. “Connie” 
Mack was so worrled over his condi- 
tion that he sent Ira Thomas out to 
inquire if he were all right, and this 
interrupted the game in the last half 
of the ninth inning. A lot of the spec- 
tators thought that Thomas was out 
there bearing some secret message 
from Connie“ Mack. None knew that 
he was ascertaining the health. of a 
player who had almost killed him- 
self while killing a jinx. 

The Athletics, for two seasons, have 
carried with them on all their trips a 


combination bat boy and mascot who 


is a hunchback, and he outjinxed our 
champion jinx killer, Charley Faust, 
in the world’s series. A hunchback ts 
regarded by ball players as the best 
luck In the world. If a man can just 
touch that hump on the way ‘to the 
plate, he is sure to get a hit, and 
any observant spectator will notice 
the Athletics’ hitters rubbing the 
huncaback boy before leaving the 
hench. So attached to this boy have 
the players become that they voted 
him half a share of the prize money 
last year after the world's series. 
Lots of ball players would tell you 
that he deserved it because he has 
won two world’s pennants for them. 

Another great plece of luck is for a 
ball player to rub a colored § kid's 
head. I've walked along the street 
with ball players and seen them stop 
a young negro and take off his hat 
and run their hands through his 
kinky hair. Then I've seen the same 
ball player go out and get two or 
three hits that afternoon and play the 
game of his life.

IO THOUSAND AN ACRE PAID 
BY INVESTORS. 
Property, Although Subdivided, 
Will Not Be Put on Market for 
Some Tim«—Same Company Takes 
Long Lease on Valuable Frontage 


One of the largest real estate tran- 
sactions of the week in suburban 


property was consummated  yester- 
day, when the Venice Investment 
Company purchased from J. H. 


Spires of this city, the Del Mar tract 
of fifty-eight and one-half’ acres, on 
the Venice Short Line, at a cash 
price of $110,000, or nearly $2000 an 
acre. 

The tract adjoins Palm place, be- 
longing to Robert Sherman, and is 
already subdivided, strets, curbs, wa- 
ter and sewer improvements being 
in. The entire acreage is covered 
with walnut trees eight years old and 
bearing good crops every year. The 
property Will not be placed on the 
market immediately.

The lease was made with the Ab- 
bott-Kinney Company and calls for 
a frontage of 280 feet on the pier, 
the space between the present dance 
hall and the auditorium. It extends 
into the ocean a distance of 175 feet 
and the moment the lease was signed,

Sullivan was one of the big men 
of Goldfield in the boom days, es- 
tablishing the L. M. Sullivan Trust 
Company, and he figured financially 
in many of the big deals when Gold- 
field was spreading on the map. Re- 
cently, when the inside history of 
Goldfield was written by George Gra- 


ham Rice for a New York magazine, 
Sullivan figured largely in its pages.

FORMER RECORD BROKEN. 


Venice Building Permits to Date 
Represent an Outlay of Nearly Four 
Hundred Thousand Dollars. 
VENICE, April 6.—The  »bullding 
superintendent's report for the month 
just ended shows that during March 
$168,600 worth of bullding permits 

Were issued in Venice, which breaks 
the building record of any previous 
month. The valuation of buildings 
erected or in the course of construc- 
tion in Venice during the first three 
months of the year total $861,260, 
$202,660 of this being for the months 
of. January and February. 

The work of clearing the ground 
for the construction of a magnificent 
new pleasure pier and riding, device 
was started Thursday. The pier is 
to be located at the junction of 
Venice and Santa Monica and will 
occupy the 226 feet of sand 
between Navy street and Marine ave- 
‘nue. A sliver of this strand is in 
Santa Monica, with the bulk of the 
project in Venice. The pier, which 
is to be of reinforced concrete, is to 
be occupied by & mammoth casino 
and a unique roller coaster. The City 
Trustees of Venice have granted the 
Great Western Amusement Company 
permission to go ahead with the work 
of construction and before the City 
Council of Santa Monica a permit for 
a franchise is now pending. 

A building permit has been issued 
to P. Schneider for a six-room cot- 
tage to be built on Venetian avenue 
in the Venice Gateway tract, to cost 
$2500.

Millions of Dollars Worth of 
Work Under Way. 


Still Greater Construction 
Activity Predicted. 


Small Stores and Flats Help 
Building Totals. 


With all previous records for 


building activity in the opening 
quarter of any year 
eclipsed, the officials of the City 


Building Department declare that 
still greater construction activity is 
in sight. The prediction is based 
upon the fact of the phenomenal gain 
in the number of permits being taken 
out from month to month as well as 
on the knowledge of big projects 
definitely assured for the present 
year. 

Never before in the history ot Los 
Angeles were so many permits being 
taken out for small store bulldings 
and flats in outlying sections. This is 
accounted for by the tremendous 
actfvity in home building, which 1 
averaging at least $750,000 a month. 
New residence districts are springing 
up almost from month to month. All 
around the city’s edge, and the stores 
and’ flats follow as a matter of course. 

Equally pronounced is the anima- 
tion in the wholesale and jobbing 
districts, where new buildings are 
being reared on every hand. The 
present year also promises to be the 
greatest of all in its record of apart- 
ment-house construction. And, as 
pointed out last Sunday in this de- 
partment, at least $16,000,000 worth 
of metropolitan structures are under 
way or projected at this time in the 
downtown district.

Under cover of darkness houses in 
which lived operatives who refused to 
join the LW.W. mob wing were 
daubed with red paint, “black hand” 
devices smeared over them and “scab” 
lettered on the face of the dwelling. 
Also in the night innumerable assaults 
were committed. Many of the arrests 
following these attacks went to swell 
the total of 500 odd arrests made dur- 
ing the progress of the strike. Threat- 
ening letters placed in the hands of 
children to take home were sent. Men 
of the “strong arm” persuasion were 
told off to visit the homes of working 


all operatives in the absence of the lat- 


er, and while women or children only 
ere to be found at the fireside. Then 
it was that the wife and mother was 
told that if she did not induce her 
husband, the bread winner, to re- 
main away from the mill he would 
be found dead presently, with his 
throat cut. Red pepper thrown into 
the eyes of non-strikers was another 
argument used in the campaign of 
revolutionary education. 

Another “number” on the I. W. W. 
programme, which further alienated 
the sympathy and support of the law- 
abiding confraternity, was supplied 
by the operation of the plan to “send 
away the children.” 

This was a master stroke of strike- 
advertising genius, the aim being to 
excite sympathy for the mob wing of 
the strikers by promising food and 
shelter for their progeny while they, 
unhampered by offspring, might con- 
tinue the strike. No effort having 
been made bv the police, however, to 
prevent the first detachment of chil- 
dren from being taken to New York 
for exploitation, the leaders believed 
that the scheme had missed fire.” 
The plan really did not materialize 
as a “sympathy asset“ guntil humani-

| TWENTY-FIVE MILLIONS LOST BY STRIKE IN 1911. 
= 
& Co. (American Federation of Labor) ad- 
- mits 1359 strikes In that year (October 1 to September 30,) involving 
directly 170,526 workers, at a cost for relief of $4,882,852. The number of 
workers indirectly involved and the cost to them is not stated; nor is any 
mention made of the enormous ices of wages by the strikers. Yet the total 
amount of Gompers & Co. money paid out for “strike benefits” in that year 
was only $4192 out of the $182,188 year’s revenue of the federation. This 
was in spite of the fact that, as the report also shows, $16,010 of the revenue 
was collected for that very purpose, namely, “Defense fund for local trade 
and federal labor unions.” The $4,882,852 “cost of strikes” was the amount 
paid out by national, international and local trade unions to sustain members 
on strike during the year. At the Atlanta federation convention last November 
Gompers loudly boasted that affiliated union labor had paid in 1911 about 
$5,000,000 for “industrial warfare,” but he did not as loudly boast, nor boast 
at all, that the federation as such (Gompers & Co.) had only contributed 
$4192 out of the $182,188 collected from labor’s wages in that federation year, 
for the relief of its 170,526 members on strike, though $16,010 was paid into 
fhe Gompers treasury for that purpose. Here are some of the admitted 1911 
“strike costs,” exclusive of the millions of dollars lost wages:

In the case of these strikes the strikers not only lost their wages of 
many million, but also this outlay of almost $5,000,000 for strike relief, and 
all in one twelve months, doubtless fully $25,900,000 in all. Did it pay?

ARIS, March 4.—Not since the 

days of the first Napoleon has 

militarism been so dominant as 
it is just now in France—and this 
under a Socialist Minister of War, the 
able and energetic Millerand. The 
weekly tattoo is heard once more. 
“The Marseillaise“ is played again at 
stated times and called for often. A 
crowd of 5000 people, who went out 
the other day to hear the revived 
tattoo on the square of the City Hall, 
clamored for “The Marseillaise.”’ 
A subscription started to help to 
build a big fleet of military airships 
has swept the country, and now Mil- 
lerand caps it all by reappointing 
Gen. Gustave Leon Niox, a dis- 
tinguished old soldier, commander or 
governor of the Hotel des Invalides, 
under the golden dome of which rest 
the ashes of the Great Emperor. The 
office of governor of the Invalides 
was an important post in the distant 
past. It declined till Gen. Andre, the 
War Minister, who introduced a sys- 
tem of esplonage in the French army 
—the same whom the veteran Roche- 
fort calls the old alcoholist“ — did 
away with the office altogether. 

Gen. Niox, who was commander of 
the Invalides a decade ago, is 72 years 
old, and for all practical purposes is 
a Parisian, having been born at 
Provins in the department of the 
Seine and Marne. He is a man of 
learing. and the son of Col. Niox, who 
died in the Crimean War. Gen. Niox 
has written several works of a his- 
torico-geographical nature, including 
one on the Franco-German War, an- 
other on the Russo-Japanese War 
and a historical account of the ex- | 
pedition to Mexico. 

The Hotel des Invalides, of which 
he is appointed commander, was 
built by Louis XIV as a home for old 
soldiers, and is the oldest establish- 
ment of the kind in the world. It 
was originally intended to accommo- 
date 7000. Now, however, there are 
only 100 remnants of military life in 
this famous establishment, and they 
help Gen. Niox to take care of the 
treasures. Their chief duties are to 
guard the tomb of the Emperor and 
the trophies taken in battle. 
tomb, which was bullt from 1848 to 
1861, is the most finished monument 
in the world. It is constructed of fine 
blocks of red Finland marble. The 
Inscription taken from the last will 
and testament of the Emperor is read 
by every tourist and translated into 
every tongue. Napoleonic enthusiasts 
read with moistened eyes the words: 
“I wish that my ashes should rest on 
the banks of the Seine, among the 
French people whom I love so well.” 
In side chapels are monuments of two 
minor Napoleons-—Joseph Bonaparte, 
King of Spain, and Jerome Bonaparte, 
who married Bessie Patterson of 
Baltimore, deserted her, and became 
King of Westphalia. 

The military museum entrusted to 
the care of Gen. Niox containg 2338 
cannon brought from Vienna by Na- 
poleon the Great. There age other 
fierce-looking pieces, which were 
captured by the Emperor, and now 
used for firing salutes on the Four- 
teenth of July. the anniversary of the 
destruction of the Bastile, and other 
great occasions. There are Mer ten 
thousand pieces in the Artillery Mu- 

timate

souvenirs of the Emperor himself, 
such as his hat, his sword, his pistols 
and one of his famous gray riding 
coats. 

In the nave of the Church of St. 

Louis are two rows of flags, all taken 
in the Crimean War and in more 
recent batties. The flags captured in 
the olden time were all burned, to 
the number of 1500, to prevent them 
from falling into the hands of the 
allied armies after Waterloo. . 
It is certain that the ashes of the 
great Emperor, brought to Paris in 
1840 under King Louis Philippe, re- 
vived the Napoleonic idea, and pre- 
pared the way for Napoleon the Lit- 
tle. 

The setting of the Hotel des In- 
valides is quite in keeping with the 
most magnificent tomb in the world. 
The Esplanade des Invalides ts 550 
feet long and 270 feet in width. Rows 
of stately elms adorn it. The most 
decorative avenue on the planet, that 
upon which the Bridge Alexander the 
Third is built, connects the Hotel des 
Invalides with the peerless Champs 
Elysees. Because of the tomb of 
Napoleon, the Hotel des Invalides at- 
tracts more visitors than does evén 
the Louvre Museum.

UNIONISM CAUSED MURDER. 


—ͤ 

The Acquittal of Hicks Necessary 

to Make Portland a Safe Place for 

Peaceable Business Men. 

{Portland Spectator:] What a 
record of brutality and crime is ex- 
posed in the Hicks trial. We find 
from the testimony that organized 
gangs of thugs gathered at every 
independent workmen 
were employed, and that these work- 
men were beaten and mauled in pur- 
svance of the unton policy of peace- 
ful “picketing.”” Whenever a non- 


union employee was found unprotected 


by his fellows or the ‘police, he was 
pounced upon, knocked down, beat- 
en with clubs and brass knuckles, and 
xkitked. Workmen were followed to 
their homes. and at their own doors 
were brutally assaulted. These das- 

rdly attacks were an incident to the 
peaceful “picketing” practiced by the 
unions. 

It has been shown that the peace- 
ful “pickets” assaulted the workmen 
at Hicks's machine shop; that with- 
out the protection of the police, 
Hicks's employees could not go to and 
from their work unmolested; and that 
Hicks’s life was threatened. 

The union thugs prowled in gangs. 


of from four to thirty men; they rare- | 


ly attacked more than one workman 
at a time, conscientiously refusing to 
take any chances at the hands of two 
or three opponents. When two or 
more workmen were together, the 
thugs contented themselves with call- 
ing the men vile names, 

Hicks, who is on trial for killing 
one of the peaceful “picketers’—the 
one who was the leader of the thugs 
who attacked unprotected workmen— 
carried a revolver as a means of pro- 
tecting his life. He had been followed 
and insulted and threatened very of- 
ten; he was followed and insulted on 
the night he killed the leader of the 
“picketers.” Hicks did not seek a quar- 
rel with the man he shot; indeed, to 
escape him and his fellows, Hicks 
left his workshop under the pro- 
tection of the police. When the po- 
lice withdrew, the picketers overtook 
Hicks, and it was because he thought 
his fe was in danger that Hicks fired. 
‘The unions are trying to have him 
hanged for protecting his own life, 
and have employed private 
cutors to secure his conviction. 

The Spectator would very much dis- 
like to see Mr. Hicks hanged. He has 
been of tnestimable service to this 
For a principle—the 
right to conduct his business without 
the dictation of walking delegates—he 
suffered severely; the unions tried to 
ruin him, but he struggled on: for 
many months he patiently bore their 
insults and thuggish attacks: driven 
to desperation, and fearing for his 
life, he killed one of his assailants. 
Since his trial began there has been 
a notable falling off in the number of 
attacks by “picketers” on workmen.

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A BUSINESS MONARCH. 


King Kalakaua Soild to His Legisia- 
ture Some Cannon Presented to Him 
by the Austrian Emperor. 

[Pacific Advertiser: The digging 
up of three rusty—but loaded and 
ready to go off—sheills in Kapiolani 
Park last week, and the facts of their 
history as dug up for The Advertiser, 
started a flood of old-time “revolution” 
reminiscences, one of the most inter- 
esting of which dealt with the pre- 
sentation to Hawaii of the particular 
Austrian battery with which the old 
shells were connected. It appears 
that when King Kalakaua was making 
his royal tour of Europe, being enter- 
tained by Kings and Emperors, he 
wandered to the capital of the Aus- 
trian Monarch, Emperor Frans Jo- 
seph. By way of impressing upon his 
Sandwich Island royal cousin the 
greatness of Austria-Hungary, the 
Emperor took Kalakaua to a grand 
field review, where Austrian gunners 
shot holes in targets to demonstrate 
the Austrian field pieces had no peers 
existing. especially when Austrian 
markaemen sighted them. 
Kalakaua was properly impressed, 
so much 80, in fact, that he ventured 
to ask the price of a battery, such as 
he had seen in use. He intimated that 
he might find business, at the Cross- 
roads of the Pacific, for just such 
wicked implements of death, especially 
as the “Supremacy of the Pacific” 
idea was in in his headpiece. 
He was told, very politely, that Aus- 
tria’s cannons were not on the market, | 
but that, as from Monarch to Monarch, 
the ruler of Austria might make the 
ruler of the Sandwich Islands a gift 
of a few guns. The gift was made 
and Kalakaua shipped his battery to 
Honolulu, where it was used later in 
Kapiolani Park to scatter the revolu- 
tiortists out against the republic and 
perched along Diamond Head ridge. 
The sequel to the presentation is the 
funny part of the story, however. 
Kalakaua came home in triumph 
from his trip. and his Austrian guns 
barked out a welcome salute, which 
reminded him. The trip had cost 
money, even tf there had been no ho- 
tel bills. so Rex sat him down and 
made out a bill to the Legislature for 
his guns. The figures on the bill 
called for $29,000, which the Legis- 
lature had to appropriate and —— 
to the private treasurer of 
household. 

For a gift, those guns came high.

7:80 I rode forward with Col. Jor- 


Gen. 
Hardee's line was within half a mile 
of the enemy's camps and bore from 
Gen. Johnston a message that he ad- 
vised sending forward strong rein- 
forcements to our left. From 9 
o'clock to 8:30 the .cannonading was 
very heavy along the whole line, but 
especially in the center, which was in 
the Une of their camps. About 10 
o'clock you moved forward with your 
staff and halted within about half o 
mile of the enemy's camps.” 
SHERMAN’S DIVISION. 

The Seventy-seventh Ohio, of Hil- 
debrand's Brigade, was ordered the 
evening before to go out to See's Sun- 
day morning, and reinforce the picket 
reserve stationed there, and was up 
early Sunday morning. Gen. Back- 
land, having slept little in the night, 
rose early. While at breakfast he re- 
celved word that the pickets were 
heavily attacked and were falling 
back toward camp. He at once had 
the long roll sounded, and his brigade 
formed on the color-line. He rode 
over to Gen. Sherman's headquarters, 
a few hundred yards off, and reporied 
the facts. . 

Meanwhile, the brigades of Hilde- 
brand and McDowell formed on their 
respective color-lines. The division 
was formed—Taylor’s battery on a 
rising und in front of Shiloh 
church; Hildebrand'’s brigade to its 
left, the Seventy-seventh Ohio beins

Oak Creek. 

Buckland's brigade formed to the 
right of Taylor’s battery, and McDow- 
ell’s still farther to the right, on the 
bluffs of Oak Creek, near its junction 
with Owl Creek, and separated from 
Buckland by a lateral ravine which 
opened i Oak Creek. Behr's bat- 
tery was with McDowell. One of its 
guns, with two Companies of infantry, 


} was stationed 4 farther to the right, 


commanding 
Creek and Owl Creek, 
above their junction. 

The advanced section of Water- 
house’s battery fell back before an ap- 
proaching skirmish line and took po- 
sition with the battery. Gen. Sher- 
man rode to the front of the Fifty- 
third, to the edge of a ravine, the 
continuation or source of Oak Creek, 
and saw, through the forest beyond, 
Johnston's lines sweeping across his 
front .toward his left. At the same 
time, Gen, Johnston was a few hun- 
dred yards off, on the other side of the 
ravine, putting Gen. Hindman with 
one of his brigades into position for 
attack. Hindman’s skirmishers opened 
fire and killed Sherman's orderly. 
Sherman's brigades advanced to the 
sloping of the ravine of Oak Creek: 
Sherman had already sent word to 
Gen. Meclernand asking for support 
to his left; to Gen. Prentiss, giving 
him notice that the enemy was 
force in front, and to Gen. Hurlbut, 
asking him to support Prentiss. 

The first line of Johnston's army, 
commanded by Gen. Hardee, opened, 
widening the intervals between bri- 
gades as it advanced. The two bri- 
gades commanded by Gen. Hindman, 
having less rough ground to traverse, 
outstripped Gen. Cleburne. Hind- 
man’s own brigade, commanded by 
Col. Shaver, inclining to the right, 
struck Prentiss’s right. Gen. Hind- 
man in person, with Wood's brigade, 
came to the front of the Fifty-third 
Ohio. Gen. Johnston, having put it 
in position, rode back to Cleburne 
and moved his brigade to Buckland's 
front. The battle opened. The Fifty- 
third Onio, detached by the position 
of its camp from the rest of Hilde- 
brand’s brigade, being off to the left 
and farther to the front, was first 
engaged. According to the report of 
Lieut.-Col. Fulton, the advancing line 
of Wood's brigade having twice re- 
cotled before the fire of the regi- 
ment, Col. Appler cried out to his 
men to fall back and save themselves. 
The regiment retired in confusion be- 
hind McClernand’s Third Brigade, 
which had come up in support: but, 
soon rallied by the Heutenant-colonel 
and Adjt Dawes, it returned to the 
front to the bank of the stream. The 
colonel reappeared and again ordered 
a retreat. The regiment was now 
fatally brokeh. Adjt. Dawes, how- 
ever, rallied two companies and at- 
tached them to the Seventeenth II- 
nols, of McClernand’s Third Brigade, 
while a considerable detachment 
joined the Seventy-seventh Ohio, then 
commanded by Maj. Fearing. In the 
afternoon Lieut.-Col, Fulton, with the 
greater part of the regiment reunited, 
acted as support to Bouton’s battery. 

Gen. Patton Anderson, with his 
brigade, and Capt. Hodgson's battery 
‘of the Washington Artillery, pressed 
forward from Johnston's second line, 
commanded by Gen. Bragg, into the 
gap between Hindman and Cleburne. 
Posting his battery on high ground, 
he advanced his brigade down into 
the wet and bushy valley of Oak 
Creek and charged up the slope. 
Taylor’s battery and the Fifty-sev- 
enth and Seventy-seventh Ohlo in- 
sthntly drove him back. His regi- 
ments, not discouraged, charged sing- 
ly. and, when broken, charged by 


National troops in strong force al- 
most along the entire line. His bat- 
teries were posted on eminences, with 
strong infantry supports. Finding the 
fret: line was now unequal to the 
work before it, being weakened by 
extension, and necessarily broken by 
the nature of the ground, I ordered 
my whole force to move up stead- 
and promptiy to its support.” 

„ Thus opened the battle of Shiloh. 

A combat made up of numberless 
separate encounters of detached por- 
tions of broken Hines, continually 
shifting position and changing direc- 

tion in the forest and across ravines, 


| battalion, but could not withstand 
the fire, and as often fell back. Gen. 
Johnston, who had passed on toward 
| his right, dispatched two brigades, 
Russells and Johnson's, from the 
third line, commanded by Gen. Polk. 
to ald the assault. Gen. Beauregard 
moved them to his right, beyond 
Hindman, to attack McClernand. 
Meanwhile, Cleburne, forming the 
extreme left of Hardee's line, with his 
bridge of six regiments and two bat- 
terles engaged Buckland. The valley 
of Oak Creek is there wider, deeper, 
and boggy. The slope, crowded by 
Buckland’s brigade, was steep and 
bushy. A bend in its course gave 


some companies of 


the Seventieth 
Ohio an enfilading fire. Cleburne’s 
regiments, tangled in the morass, 


} struggled with uneven front up to the 


wooded ascent, only to be driven back 
by Buckland’s steady fire. Reform- 
ing, they charged again, to meet an- 
other repulse. The regiments, brok- 
en, disordered, and commingled, per- 
sisted in the vain endeavor, only to 
encounter heavier losses. The Sixth 
Mississippi lost 300 killed and 
wounded out of a total of 426. More 
than one-third of the brigade were 
killed and wounded. Pond’s: brigade 
of Bragg’s corps, came up in sup- 
port, but paused on the wooded bank, 
and did not attempt to cross this val- 
ley of death. 

MecClernand's other brigades, which 
were to the left of the Third, after 
some very sharp fighting, fell back. 
The long line of Wood's brigade then 
largely outreached Col. Raith’s left 
flank. Raith refused his left regi- 
ments. Wood's brigade wheeled to 
their left, confronting Raith's new 
line. Waterhouse’s battery, being 
taken on the flank, was limbering up 
to withdraw, when Maj. Taylor or- 
dered it into action again. Raith's 
regiments gave way. Wood's brigade 
charged on Waterhouse’s battery, 
capturing three of its guns. Capt. 
Waterhouse and two leutenants being 
wounded, Lieut. Fitch, by order of 
Maj. Taylor, retired to the river with 
the two pleces that were saved sound. 
The Fifty-seventh and Seventy-sev- 
enth Ohio being now assailed on the 
flank by Wood's advance, fell back 
in disorder. Anderson's brigade then 
gathered itself up, emerged from the 
west borders of the creek, and gained 
the plateau in front of Hildebrand’s 
camps. Buckland’s rear was now 
commanded by a hostile battery and 
threatened by Wood's brigade. Gen. 
Sherman at 10 o'clock ordered his di- 
vision to take position to the rear 
along the Purdy road. Barrett's bat- 
tery, moving back by the Corinth 
road, came into position with Mc- 
Clernand’s division in its second posi- 
tion. McDowell's brigade had not 
yet been engaged, and to get into the 
new position merely shifted his line 
to the left along the road. Buckland 
moved back through his camp in or- 
der, his wagons carrying off his dead 
and wounded and such baggage a 
they could hold. The greater part of 
the Seventy-seventh Ohio, commanded 
by Maj. Fearing, together with some 
companies of the Fifty-seventh, held 
by Lieut.-Col. Rice, and some com- 

nies of the Fifty-third, represented 

lidebrand'’s brigade. Col. Hilde- 
brand *finding his command so re- 
duced, served part of the day in Mc- 
Clernand's staff, but returned to Gen. 
Sherman in the evening. Col. Crafts 
Wright, commanding the Thirteenth 
Missouri in W. H. L. Wallace's divi- 
sion, was ordered in the morning to 
take a designated position on the 
Purdy road. This brought him on the 
left of Gen. Sherman's new line. The 
remnant of Hildebrand’s brigade 
formed on Wright's left and operated 
with him. 

Meanwhile Gen. Grant, at break- 
fast at Savannah, nine miles below 
Pittsburg Landing by river, but six 
miles in an air-line, heard the firing. 
He at once sent an order to Gen. Nel- 
son to march his division up the river 
to opposite Pittsburg; and, not aware 
that Gen. Buell had arrived the Pre- 
vious evening, sent a letter out to 
meet him, advising him of the order 
given to Nelson and explaining the 
reason for not waiting in person for 
his arrival. Steaming up the river, 
he stopped at Crump’s Landing at 8 
o'clock and directed Lewis Wallace to 
hold his division in readiness to move. 
Arrived at Pittsburg Landing, Col. 
Pride, of his staff, at once organized 
ammunition trains, which were busy 
all day supplying the troops at the 
front. The Twenty-third Missouri, 
just arrived by boat, he hurried out to 
reinforce Prentiss. The Fifteenth 
Iowa, first arrived, and the Sixteenth, 
sent by Prentiss to the Landing for 
ammunition, he directed to form line, 
arrest the tide of stragglers from the 
front, and organize them to return. 
Riding to the front, he found Gen. 
Sherman a little before 10 o'clock in 
his hottest engagement, still holding 
the enemy at bay in front of his camp; 
told him that Wallace would come up 
from Crump's Landing; sent word to 
Wallace to move; to Nelson, to hasten 
his movements; returned to the land- 
ing, dispatched the two fJowa regi- 
ments to reinforce McClernand, and 
proceeded to visit the other divisions 
in the field. 

The loaded wagons of McDowell's 
brigade, hurrying to the rear along 
the Purdy road, interfered with the 
formation of Sherman's new line. 
Behr battery, galloping to the posi- 
tion assigned to it—the center of the 
line—added to the difficulty. This 
battery was hardly in position and 
under fire before Capt. Behr was 
killed, and the men abandoned their 
guns, flecing from the field with the 
caissons. The line so disordered and 
broken was hard pressed by the 
enemy, and Sherman selected another 
line of defense, to his left and rear, 
connecting with McClernand'’s right. 
McDowell, nearly cut off by the 
enemy pressing through the gap left 
by Behr's men, brought the remain- 
ing gun of this battery from its post- 
tion near the bridge, and by a rapid 
fire pressed back the advance. His 
regiments became separated while 
struggling through dense thickets to 
the new position. The Fortieth 
Iilinois found itself marching by the 
flank, with a deep ravine along its 
left, and a confederate regiment 
marching in parallel course not far 
to its right. us cut off, the Fortieth 
formed with its rear to the ravine, 
with a desperate effort drove its 
dangerous companion out of the way, 
and, pushing through the timber, 
came into a valley in rear of McCler- 
nand. | 

Not all the force engaged in the 
two hours fight in front of Sher- 
man’s camp followed him to his new 
position. Cleburne had difficulty in 
reforming his shattered command. 
The remnant of the Sixth Mississipp! 
marched to the rear under command 
of the senior surviving captain, dis- 
abled for further service. The frag- 
ment of the Twenty-Third Tennessee 
remaining near Cleburne was sent 
to the rear to hunt up the portions 
that had broken from it in the con- 
test. Cleburne, proceeding for his 
other regiments, was stopped by Gen. 
Hardee about noon, and directed to 
collect and bring into action the strag- 
giers who were thronging in the cap- 
tured camps. With the aid of cavaliry 
he gathered up an unorganized multi- 
tude, but, finding he could do noth- 
ing with them. he resumed the search 
for his remaining regiments. About 
2 o'clock he found the Fifth and Twen- 
ty-fourth Tennessee and Fifteenth 
Arkansas “halted under the brow of 
an abrupt hill.” The Second 
Tennessee had moved to the rear, and 
did. not rejoin the brigade during the 
battle. Cleburne was not again se- 
verely engaged during the day. Col. 
Pond kept his brigade, in pursuance 
of Gen. Brage’s order, watching the 
crossings of Owl Creek. 

But the brigades of Anderson and 
Wood pressed on. Trabue's heavy bri- 
gade of five regiments, two batallions 


and two batteries, had been detached 


| 


| regiments formed on the right 


quest for reinforcements, and sent by} 
Johnston to his extreme left.  Skirt- 
ing Owl Creek, he came in full force 
upon Sherman's right flank, at half- 
past 12 o'clock. McDowell's two re- 
maining regiments, the Sixth Iowa 
and Forty-sixth Ohio, were quickly 
moved to confront Trabue. Me- 
Dowell's regiments were more alert 
in movement and opened a hot fire 
béforé Trabue was completely de- 
ployed and in position. A steady 
combat through the timber and un- 
derbrush, and across the ravines, 
lasted an hour and a half. The Sixth 
lowa lost fifty-one killed and 120 
wounded; the Forty-sixth Ohio, losing 
fewer killed, but more wounded— 
thirty-four killed, 150 wounded, and 
fifty-two ken prisoners—was quite 
shattered, and took no further part 
in the battle. Col. Trabue s estimate 
of the character of the fighting at this 
point appears from his statement that 
his command in this encounter killed 
and wounded four or five hundred of 
the Forty-sixth Ohio alone. It ap- 
pears also from his report, which has 
never been officially published, but 
which Is printed in the “History of the 
First Kentucky Brigade,“ that, of the 
844 casualties in the brigade in the 
two days’ battle, 5634 were in the four 
regiments engaged ir. this encounter. 
Sherman readjusted his line, resting 
his right on a deep ravine running 
to Owl Creek, and keeping his left 
in connection with McClernand. Tra- 
bue was reinforced by Gen. A. P. 
Stewart and part of his brigade, and 
a part of Anderson’s brigade, which 
had been resting in a ravine in the 
rear. The struggle lasted with vary- 
ing intensity and alternate success. 
There were charges and counter- 
charges, ground was lost and re 
gained; but the general result was a 
recession of the battered division to 
the left and rear. About 4 o'clock, 
during a lull, moved his re- 
duced command still farther in the 
same direction, and took position so 
as to cover the road by which Lewis 
Wallace was to arrive. Here, with 
an open field in front, he was not fur- 
ther molested, and here he bivouacked 
for the night. At this point, Capt. 
Hickenlooper, who had been engaged 
all day in the sturdy defence made 
by Prentiss, joined Sherman with his 
battery. Buckland, rejoined by the 
Seventieth Ohio, was ordered, late in 
the afternoon, to take his brigade to 
the bridge over Snake Creek, by which 
Lewis Wallace was expected. From 
this point the Forty-eighth Ohio 
marched to the landing for ammuni- 
tion, and was there detained as a 
portion of the force supporting the 
reserve 
The bridge appearing free from risk, 
Buckland returned to the lace of 
bivouac, constituting the right of 
Sherman's line. The Thirteenth’ 
Missouri became separated from the 
division of the last struggle, was in- 
corporated for the night in Col. 
Marsh's collection of regiments, con- 
stituting for the night McClernand’s 
right. The position of the Thirteenth 
during the night was close by the 
headquarter tents of Gen. McArthur 
of W. H. L. Wallace’s division. The 
Fifty-third Ohio bivouacked with the 
BPighty-first Ohio, in front of the camp 
of the Second Iowa, in Tuttle’s bri- 
gade of W. H. Wallace's division. Me- 
}Dowell’s brigade had disappeared 
from the division. Portions of the 
Fifty-seventh and Seventy-seventh 
Ohio, with Lieut.-Col. Rice and Maj. 
Fearing, were still with Sherman, and 
formed the left of his line in the 


bivouac. \ 
M’CLERNAND. 

The Forty-third Illinois, of Me- 
Clernand’s brigade, being out by per- 
mission, Sunday morning, to discharge 
their pieces, which had been loaded 
since they marched to the picket line, 
Friday evening, distant firing was 
heard. This being reported to Gen. 
MoeClernand, he sent an order to Col. 
Reardon to hold the brigade in read- 
iness for action. Col. Reardon, be- 
ing confined to bed by illness, directed 
Col. Raith to assume command. There 
was some delay in getting the brigade 
formed, owing to the sudden change 
of commanders and to the incredulity 
of the officers in some of the regi- 
ments as to the reality of an attack. 
The brigade being at length formed, 
advanced, and took position, with its 
right near Waterhouse’s battery—its 
line making an angle with Sherman's 
Tine, so as to throw the left of the 
brigade upon and along Oak Creek, 
Col. Marsh of the Twentieth II- 
nois, heard considerable musketry on 
the left of the national camp. This 
continuing without material interrup- 
tion for some time, he ordered regi- 
mental commanders to be in readiness 
to form, and soon after received an 
order from Gen. McClernand to form 
the brigade. Soon after the brigade 
was formed an order was received to 
advance to the support of Gen. Sher- 
man, who was reported to be heavily 
attacked. he brigade moved to the 
left to a position assigned by Gen. Mc- 
Clernand. The first brigade was or- 
dered to form three regiments on the 
left of the second, and to post one 
regiment the Eleventh Iowa, in re- 
serve, In rear of the right of Col. 
Marsh's brigade. The alignment of 
the third brigade, by Col. Raith 
throwing his left too far to the front, 
80 as to be exposed to a flank attack 
and also to cover Col. Marsh's right, 
Col. Raith wheeled his left to the 
rear to connect with Marsh. The 
right of McClernand’s division, as 
thus formed, connected with Sherman, 
but the left was uncovered. 

Gen. Johnston sent two brigades 
from Polk's corps, Col. Russell's and 
Gen. B. R. Johnson's, to reinforce 
his extreme left. Gen. Beauregard, 
who had taken Immediate command 
on the Confederate left, sent them 
farther to his right, and they went 
into position on the left of Wood's 
brigade. Two regiments of Russell's 
brigade formed on the left of Wood, 
the rest were marched by Gen. Clark, 
the division commander, still farther 
to the right. Three of Gen. Johnson's 
of 
Russells two, ._while Gen Brags 
moved Jehnson's remaining two regi- 
ments off to his right, to another at- 
tack. The assault on Col. Marsh was 
made with great fury. In five min- 
utes most of the field officers in the 
brigade were killed or wounded. The 
enemy's fire seemed especially di- 
rected at Burrow's battery, posted in 
the center of Marsh's brigade, all 
the horses of which were killed or 
disabled. The colonel and lieutenant- 
of the Forty-eighth Illinots 
being wounded and taken off the field, 
the regiment finally became disorgan- 
ized and retired in disorder. The 
other regiments fell back. The bat- 
tery was lost. The First Brigade, 
which had not been severely engaged, 
next retired in some disorder. The 
Third Brigade, being now enfiladed 
and turned on its left flank, Col. 
Raith refused his left regiment, and 
was himself soon mortally wounded.

While 
his right connected still with Sher- 
man, his left for a while almost 
joined W. H. L. Wallace in the po- 
sition which he had assumed, and, 
when pushed back still farther, his 
left was yet to some extent protected 
by the character of the ground, rough, 
intersected by ravines, and dotted 
with impenetrable thickets that in- 
tervened between it and W. H. IL. 
Wallace. McdAllister’s battery, and 
Schwartz's battery commanded by 
Lieut. Nispel, were reinforced by 
Taylor's battery, commanded by Capt. 
Barrett, brought over from Sherman, 
and by Dresser’s battery, commanded 
by Capt. Timony.- * 

A determined and desperate strug- 
gle ensued, which lasted, with oc- 
casional intermissions, till late in the 
afternoon. Shaver's brigade, which, 
after a severe and protracted conteat, 
had overcome Peabody's brigade of 
Prentiss's division, was ordered to the 
attack upon the left of McClernand’s 
line. Advancing across a wide and 
open field, he encountered so hot a 
fire in front and on his right flank 
that his brigade recoiled back to the 
shelter of timber and halted 
till later in the day he was ordered 
to attack in another quarter. Gen. 
B. R. Johnson was wounded, and his 
brigade so severely handied that it re- 
treated from the field, leaving its bat- 
tery, Polk's, behind. McClernand’s 
whole division advanced in line, push- 
ing the enemy back a mile 
through and beyond his camp. This 
success was only temporary. Chang 
ing. front to meet fresh attacks, re- 
fusing first one flank, then the other, 
clinging desperately to his camp, but, 
on the whole, shifting slow back 


| 


of timber, on the border of an open 
field, and here, during a pause of 
half an hour, supp his command 
with ammunition. The respite was 
followed by a more furious assault. 
Falling back from his camp toward 
the river, to the farther side of a deep 
ravine of Brier Creek, he formed his 
line, facing west with wings refused, 
the center being the apex, and still 
connecting on the right with the 
‘remnant of Sherman's division.

The swinging around of McClern- 
and’s left, while he receded in a gen- 
direction toward the northeast, 
left a wide interval between his com- 
mand and W. H. L. Wallace.

Pond'’s brigade, to which had been 
assigned the special duty of guarding 
along Owl Creek against any advance 
around Johnston's left flank, con- 
stituted the extreme Confederate left. 
This brigade had been very little un-

toward Huribut’s camp. Trabue's 
men, catching sight of the blue uni- 
form of Pond's Louisiana regiments, 
fired upon them. This being silenced, 
Pond’s brigade continued down the 
ravine, and up a lateral ravine toward 
the river, Col. Mouton’s Eighteenth 
Louisiana in advance. As they neared 
the position the battery withdrew, un- 
masking a line of infantry. A mur- 
derous fire was opened by this line. 
Pond’s brigade faltered, recoiled, | 
withdyew; the Eighteenth Louisiana, 
according to Col Mouton’s report, 
leaving 207 dead and wounded in the 
ravine. 

This was the find) attack on the 
National right. But scarcely was this 
over before Hurlbut's command came 
falling back through his camp, pushed 
on by Bragg and Breckenridge. W. 
H. L. Wallace’s regiments, finding the 
force which had been contending with 
Sherman and McClernand closing on 
their rear, faced about and fought 
to their rear; some regiments suc- 
ceeded in cutting their way through 
and streamed toward their camp. This 
sudden, tumultuous uproar, far in the 
rear of the day's conflict, infected 
McClernand’s command, and a iarge 
part of it broke in disorder. The 
broken line was partially rallied and 
moved back to what McClernand des- 
ignates as his eighth position taken 
in the course of the day and here 
he bivouacked for the night, his right 
joining the left of Sherman's bivouac; 
the left swung back so as to make an 
acute angle with it. Col. Marsh 
formed the right of the line. His 
“command having been reduced to a 
merely nominal one” in the afternoon, 

had been sent back across the 
Brier Creek ravine before the rest 
of the division, to form a new line, 
arrest all stragglers, and detain all

After a gallant, but short struggle, his 
division, about 9 o'clock, gave way 
and fell back through his camp, leav- 
ing behind Powell's guns and caissons 
and two of Hickenlooper’s guns, ail 
the horses of Hickenlooper’s two guns 
being killed. The line was broken 
and disordered by the tents. The 
Twenty-fifth Missouri, and portions of 
other regiments drifted to the rear. 
On the summit of a slope, covered by 
dense thicket, not far to the rear of 
his camp, Prentiss rallied the 
Eighteenth and Twenty-first Missouri, 
Twelfth Michigan and Eighteenth Wis- 
consin. The Sixty-first Illinois and 
Sixteenth Wisconsin were also rallied, 
but detached to form in reserve to 
Hurlbut. The Twenty-third Missouri.

j Albert Sydney Johnston was a man 


, of pure life, and, Uke McPherson, full 
of the traits that call out genuine and 
devoted friendships. was es- 
teemed by many the ablest general 
in the ConfeGerate service. His death 
was deplored in the South as a fatal 
loss. It was half-past 2 when 
Johnston fell. The loss ved

though not followed, failed to rally, 
and fell back to a bluff near the 
landing, where Col. Webster was put- 
ting batterles into position. 

Gen. Bragg, hearing of the death 
of Gen. Johnston, while he was su- 
perintending operations in front of 
Prentiss and W. H. L. Wallace, rode 
to the Confederate right. He there 
found a strong force, consisting of 
three parts; without a common head; 
Gen. Breckenridge, with two brigades 
of his reserve division, pressing for- 
ward: Gen. Withers, with his division 
greatly exhausted and taking a tem- 
porary rest, and Gen. Cheatham, with 
his division of Polk's corps, to their 
left and ‘rear. Bragg at once as- 
sumed command, and began to as- 
sernble these divisions and form them 
for a general advance. Hurlbut, ob- 
serving these preparations, moved 
Lauman’s brigade, which had already 
twice replenished its boxes and ex- 
pended 100 rounds of cartridges—to 
his left to fill the gap made by the 
retreat of the Thirty-second and 
Forty-firat Dlinois. Willard's battery, 
that accompanied McArthur's brigade, 
was posted near the road from the 
to Hamburg.

As the National lines were drifting 
back toward the landing, Col. Web- 
ster, of Gen. Grant's staff, gathered 
all the artillery within reach—Maj. 
Cavender’s six twenty-pounders, Sil- 
Versparre’s twenty-pound Parrotts, | 
and some light batteries—on a com- 
manding position from a quarter to 
half a mile from the landing. Im- 
mediately above the landing a wide 
and deep ravine opens to the river. 
For some distance back from the 
river its bottom was fill with back- 
water and was impassable. Half a 
mile back it was still deep, abrupt, 
and wet, though ble for in- 
fantry. Here Col. ebster gathered 
from thirty-five to fifty guns. Two of 
Huribut’s datteries — Mann's com- 
manded by Lieut. Brotzman, and 
Rosss— had done brilliant service: 
Brotaman's battery of four pleces had 
fired off one hundred and ninety-four | 
rounds per gun. Ross's battery was 
lost in the retreat. Brotzman lost so 
many horses that he was able to bring 
off only three guns. These took place 
in Webster's frowning line. Hurlbut 
was joined at this position by half of 
Veatch’s brigade, which had been 
with McClernand through the day, and 
reformed his division in support of 
the artillery. Gen. Grant directed 
him to assume command of all regi- 
ments and coherent fragments near. 
The Forty-eighth Ohio, of Buckland’s 
brigade, being then at the landing, 
some of W. H. L. Wallace's regiments, 
that succeeded in breaking through 
the encircling force, and other de- 
tachments, reported to him. Squads 
of men, separated ‘from their com- 
mands, fell in. Hurlbut thus gath- 
ered in support of the artillery a force 
in line which he esti ed at four 
thousand men. 

Gen. Bragg proposed to push his 
success and attempted to withdraw his 
two divisions, Ruggies'’s and With- 
ers’s, from the tumult which accom- 
panied the surrender, and ordered 
them to press forward and assault 
the position to which Hurlbut had 
fallen back. When Ruggles received 
Bragg’s order for farther advance, 
one his Pond’s, was on 

reme nfederate left, near 
Owl Creek; Otbson's brigade was in 
confusion, caused by the fire of the 
gunboats; Anderson’s was apart in a 
ravine, taking shelter from the same 
fire. But Ruggles began at once to 
assemble what force he could. Of 
Withers’s division, the First Brigade 
was scattered. The brigades of Jack- 
son and Chalmers received the or- 
der while they were resting in the 
field where the Third Iowa had rested 
a filled their cartridge-boxes, and 
where Jackson was about to replenish 
the empty boxes of his men. Withers 
immediately moved these two brig- 
ades forward to the deep ravine whose 
farther bank was crowned with the 
grim line of artillery, behind and 
to the right of which stood Hurlbut's 
command. 

While there was this activity at the 
front, the aspect at the rear, about 
Shiloh Church, where Gen. Beaure- 
| gard kept his position, was very dif- 
ferent. As the Confederate lines ad- 
vanced, men dropping out of the 
ranks filled the woods with a pe- 
numbra of stragglers. Hunger And 
fatigue, stimulated by the remem- 
brance of abandoned camps passed 
through, later in the day led squads 
Beauregard and some of his staff 
say, led regiments—to straggie back 
from the fighting front to the restful 
ang attractive rear.

Beauregard. The fire of the gun- 
boats. many of the shells passing 
over the high river bank and explod- 
ing far inland, appeared even more 
formidable than it really was; and 
Beauregard was assured by a dis- 


on the field, that Buell, instead of 
being near Pittsburgh, was, in fact, 
‘before Florence, and could not ef- 
fect a junction.

Gen. Ruggles, while 
attempting to assemble a force in 
pursuance of Bragg’s order, received 
command to retire. 
ccording to Withers's re 

moved his division forward, 
entered a steep and precipitous ra- 
vine when he was met by a terrific 
fire. He sent to the rear for rein- 
forcements, and ordered his brigade 
commanders to charge the batteries 
in front. The orders were about be- 
ing obeyed, when, to his astonishment, 
he observed a large portion of his 
command move rapidly by the left 
flank away from under the fire. He 
then learned that this was in ac- 
cordance with Gen. Beauregard’s or- 
ders, deYvered directly to the brigade 
commanders. Jackson reports that 
he began a charge, but his men. be- 
ing without ammunition, could not be 
urged up the height in face of the fire 
of Hurlbut and the batteries. 
Leaving his men lying down, he rode 
to the rear to get an order to with- 
draw, when he met a staff officer bear- 
ing such an order from Gen. Beaure- 
gard. Gen. Chalmers plunged into 
the ravine, and the order to retire did 
not reach him. He was not aware 
that his brigade alone, of all the Con- 
federate army, was continuing the 
battle. He brought Gage's battery 
up to his aid, but this battery was 
soon knocked to pieces by the fire 
of the heavier national artillery. The 
gunboats, having previously taken po- 
sition opposite the mouth of the ra- 
vine, opened fire as soon as the assault 
began. They opened fire at thirty- 
five minutes past 6 o'clock. 

Chalmers had not ended his useless 
attempt when the boats bearing 
Ammen’s brigade of Nelson’s division 
of Buell's army crossed the river and 
landed. Gen. Nelson, when ordered 
by Gen. Grant, early in the morning, 
to move up the river, sent out a party 
to discover a route. No p ticable 
way was found near the riveP; 
little inland, 
ticable for not 
wheels. The division moved at 1 
o'clock. Gen. Ammen's brigade, com- 
posed of the Thirty-sixth Indiana and 
the Sixth and Twenty-fourth Ohio, be- 
ing in advance, crossed the river first. | 
The Thirty-sixth” Indiana, landing 
first, pushed up the biuff through a 
great mob of fugitives fram the field, 
some thousands in niimber, and, by 
direction of Gen. Grant, Gen. Ammen 


batteries. One soldier was killed 
while the regiment was forming: one 
was killed and one wounded after it 
reached its position. The Sixth Obio 
marched up under Uke order in re- 
serve to the Thirty-sixth Indiana. The 
Twenty-fourth Ohio marched half a 
mile to the right of the batteries, 
scoured the country half a mile out 
to the front without finding any 
enemy, and there went into bivouac. 
The days battle was over. 

Prentiss was driven back through 
his camp about 9 o'clock: Sherman 
was forced from his about 10 o'clock; 
at the same time, Stuart took posi- 
tion & rear of his. McClernand was 
compelled finally to abandon his 
camp about half-past 2 o'clock, and 
at half-past 4 Huribut fell. back 
through his. When night came, the 
national troops held W. H. I. Wal- 
lace’s camp and an adjoining portion 


deployed 


Hurlbut's, while Beauregard's 
army occupied Sherman's, McClern- 
and's and Prentiss’s. 

When Prentiss and Sherman were 
attacked there was a wide gap be- 
tween their lines. A little after 10 
o'clock the national line was con- 
nected, Sherman on the right, Mc- 
Clernand next, then W. H. L. Wal- 
lace, and next, on his left, Prentias, 
and Hurlbut and McArthur filling the 
space between Prentiss and Stuart. 
The right was gradually forced back 
on a curve, till at half-past 4 o'clock 
there was a gap between McClernand 
and Wallace. Hurlbut held his 
ground till 4 o’clock, but by half-past 
4 o'clock he retreated, leaving Prentiss 
left in air. Through the two gaps 
thus made the Confederate left and 
right poured in and encircled Prentiss 
and Wallace. After their surrender 
there was no fighting, except Chal- 
mers bold, but idle, assault. 

In this day's battle the national 

was nearly ten thousand killed, 
wounded and captured. The Con- 
federate loss was as great in killed 
and wounded, but the loss in prisoners 
was small. -

SHILOH—NIGHT, AND MONDAY. 
JOHNSTON'S TACTICAL ERROR. 

The vice of the formation of Johns- 
ton’s army into three long. thin, 
parallel lines, together with the 
broken character of the ground and 
the variable obstinacy of resistance 
encountered, produced a complete 
and inextricable commingling of 
commands. Gen. Beauregard left it 
to the discretion of the different com- 
manders to select the place fo 
bivouac-for the night. 

Col. Pond, retiring from his dis- 
astrous repulse toward the close of 


separated by an interval of more 
than a quarter of a mile from the 
nearest support, the whole of the 
Confederate left having drifted from 
him toward the southeast.. Assem- 
bling all his brigade, except the 
Crescent Regiment, which had be- 
come detached, and recalling his bat- 
tery Ketchum'’s—he remembered 
that the special duty had been as- 
signed him, by Gen. Bragg. of 
guarding the flank along Owl Creek. 
When night fell, he moved to his 
rear and then to his left, and 
hivouaced in line facing to the east, 
on the high land west of Brier Creek. 
Ketchum's battery was placed in a 
field a little back from the ravine. 
He posted pickets to his rear, as well 
es to his front. The other two bri- 
gades of Ruggies’s division spent the 
night to the east of Shiloh Church. 

Jackson's brigade of Withers's divi- 
sion, when it recoiled from its fatal 
attack on Hurlbut and the reserve 
artillery, went to pieces. Jackson, 
with the battery, marched to Shiloh 
Church and reported to Gen. Beaure- 
gard. He saw nothing more of his 
brigade till he rejoined it at Corinth. 
Chalmers abandoning his vain as- 
sault, was astonished to find that the 
army had fallen back, leaving him 
alone. He fell back to the field where 
Prentiss surrendered, and there rest- 
ed. Of the remaining brigade, Glad- 
den’s, the merest fragment cohered; 
this little band, or detachment, biv- 
ovuaced near the Hamburg road. Tra- 
bue’s brigade, except one regiment 
which had become separated, nt 
the night in the tent of McDowell's 
brigade camp; Breckenridge's other 
two brigades were between Shiloh 
Church and the river. 

Of Gen. Polk's command, Clark's 
division, though partially scattered, 
rested, the greater portion of it, be- 
tween Breckenridge and 
Church. The other division, Cheat- 
hams, which remained the freshest 
and least disordered command in 
Beauregard’s army, moved off the 
field; and, accompanied by Gen. Polk 
and one regiment of Clark's division, 
marched back to its camp of Satur- 
day night. 

Of Hardee's corps, so much of Cle- 
burne’s brigade as remained with 
him, slept in Prentiss’s camp; Wood's 
brigade slept in MeClernand’s camp; 
Shaver’s brigade was disintegrated 
and dissipated. ee 

In the National army, what men 
were left of Prentiss’s division were 
gathered about the landing and with 
Huribut. The regiments of W. H. I. 
Wallace that had escaped capture re- 
turned to their division camp. Hurl- 
but after dark moved his division out 
to the front of the reserve artillery. 
Being relieved by Gen. Nelson, he 
formed his line with its left near the 
reserve artillery and the right near 
McClertiand. McClernand’s command 
bivouvuaced along the eastern face of 
the camp ground of W. H. L. Wal- 
lace’s division. Sherman's left joined 
McClernand; his right, Buckland’s 
brigade, lay along the field at the 
south flank of McArthur’s brigade. 
camp, and along the east bank of the 
ravine of Brier Creek. Stuart's 
brigade, the Fortieth Illinots of Me- 
Dowell’s brigade, and the Forty- 
eighth Ohio of Buckland’s brigade, 
spent the night near the reserve ar- 
tillery. 

Capt. Baxter, of Gen. Grant's staff. 
brought to Lewis Wallace at 11 or half 
past 11, a verbal order to move his 
division. The first brigade had al- 
ready moved out to Stony Lonesome, 
and the division was ready to march. 
Gen. Wallace believed the attack at 
Pittsburg was a feint, and that the 
real attack was to made at 
Crump’s Landing; on account of the 
great accumulation of stores at that 
point, and desired the order requir- 
ing him to move away from Crump’s 
Landing should be in writing. Capt. 
Baxter wrote and gave him an order 
to march to the Purdy road, form 
there on Sherman's right, and then 
act as circumstances should require. 
The two brigades. at Stony Lonesome 
were at once put in motion. When 
the head of the division had just 
reached Snake Creek, not much more 
than a ‘mile in an air line frém the 
right of Sherman's camp, Capt. Row- 
ley came up and informed Wallace 
of the state of affairs, and that the 
national line had fallen back. Wal- 
lace countermarched the two brigades 
to keep his right in front, retraced his. 
steps (being joined on the way by 
Maj. Rawlins, Grant's adjutant, and 
by Col. McPherson,) the greater part 
of the way to Stony Lonesome, and 
there took a rude crossroad which 
came into the river road from Crump's 
to Pittebu Landing, about a mile 
from the bridge, which had been 
guarded for his approach. McPherson 
and Rawlins confirmed Capt. Rowley's 
statement of the disastrous falling 
back of the National lines toward the 
river. The Wagons were not allowed 
to accompany the celumn, but con- 
tinued on through Stony Lonesome to 
Crump’§ Landing. and the Fifty-sixth 
Ohio and one gun from Thurbur's 
battery were detached to guard them. 
Whittlesey’s brigade, at Adameville, 
received at 2 o'clock the order to 
march. Sending the wagons with the 
Sixty-eighth Ohio as guard to Crump's 
Landing, the remaining three regi- 
ments pushed through the mud, the 
field officer®™dismounting to let brok- 
en-down men ride, and overtook the 
other brigades as they were begin- 
ning to cross Snake Creek. The 
Twenty-fourth Indiana, tn advance, 
crossing the bridge just after sunset, 
ekirmishers in front. 
marched along the road along the 
east bank of Brier Creek, and haited 
in front of the camp of the Fortieth 


the afternoon, found himself wholly 


ithe rear regiment of the division, 
halted on the bank of Brier Creek 
ravine, in front of the camp of the 
Bighty-first Ohio, at 8 o’clock. The 
division facing to the right, making 
a front to the west, along the ravine, 
brought the Twenty-fourth Indiana to 
the left and the Twentieth Ohio to the 
right of the division. The batteries 
having been left at the junction of 
the crossroad and the river road, till 
all the infantry had crossed, followed 
in their rear, and were posted near 
the bank. 

The remainder of Neison’s division 
followed Ammen’s brigade late in the 
evening. Crittenden’s division arrived 
in the night, McCook receiving or- 
ders to hasten forward in the morn- 
ing, while twelve miles out from 
Savannah, halted at the outskirts of 
the village at 7 o’clock p.m., rested 
his men two hours, marched to the 
landing, seized such boats as were 
there and such as arrived, and 
reached Pittsburgh Landing at 5 
o'clock Monday morning with Rous- 
seau'’s brigade and one regiment of 
Kirk's brigade. 

Gen. Grant and Gen. Buell met at 
Sherman's headquarters in the even- 
ing; it was there agreed that Buell 
with his army should in the morn- 
ing, attack on the left, and Grant's 
immediate command should attack on 
the right. Buell formed Nelson's 
division about two hundred yards in 
front of the reserve artillery, with his 
left near the river, facing south. Crit- 
tenden, when he arrived, was placed 
in rear of Nelson, half a mile from 
the landing, where his command stood 
at arms all night. At 11 o'clock a 
heavy rain began to pour. All the 
National troops and most of the Con- 
federate lay on the ground without 
shelter. The gunboats every fifteen 
minutes through the night, fired a 
shell over the woods, to explode far 
inland and banish sleep. 

Early Monday morning, Nelson on 
the extreme left, on the Hamburg 
road, and Lewis Wallace on the ex- 
treme right, by Snake Creek, moved to 
the attack. Beauregard knew then 
that Buell had arrived and the junc- 
tion of the two National armies had 
been effected. The opening of the 
battled proclaimed what the conclu- 
sion would be, : 

Nelson moved in line with Am ‘ 
brigade on the left, Bruce's * 
center, and Hazen’s on the right, his 
left extending a little beyond the 
Hamburg road towards the river. A 
remnant of Gladden’s brigade, be- 
tween two and three hundred men, 
under Col. Deas, some fragments of 
some of the regiments of Jackson's 
brigade, with some regiments that had 
ge from their proper commands, 
the “yy Kentucky from Trabue's 
brigade, e First Tennessee from 
Stephens’s brigade, the One Hundred 
and Fifty-four Tennessee from Gen. 


B. R. Johnson brigade, and the 


Crescent Regiment from Pond’s bri- 
sade, scattered about, were roused 
by Nelson's advance and retired bo- 
fore it At 6 o'clock Nelson was 
halted by Buell to allow Crittenden’s 
division to complete its deployment 
and form on Nelson's right. Nelson 
again advanced. Gen. Withers mean- 
while had thrown the heterogeneous 
fragments into an organized force, 
added Chalmer’s brigade to it, and 
strengthened it by the addition of 
three batteries. Nelson, when he 
again advanced, came upon this con- 
solidated line, which droye him back. 
Nelson was without artillery. His 
batteries, unable to get through the 
soft mud, which the infantry 


traversed, remained behind at 


Savannah. Gen. Buell sent to his aid 


Mendenhall’s battery from  Crit- 
tenden's division. The rapid and ac- 
curate fire of Mendenhall’s guns si- 
lenced the central opposing battery. 
Hazen's brigade charged upon it, cap- 
tured the guns and drove in retreat 
the cannoneers and their support. 
Bowen's brigade of Breckenridge's re- 
serve corps, commanded by Col. Mar- 
tin since Gen. Bowen was wounded 
Sunday afternoon, was coming up in 
support. Col. Martin made his brigade 
He down in a ravine till the torrent 
of fugitives passed over, then ris- 
ing, charged the pursuers. Hazen’s 
brigade, torn by the fire of two bat- 
teries, one on each flank, and now 
charged by a fresh brigade, suffered 
in a short time, more than half the 
whole loss suffered by the division in 
the entire day. The loss of the di- 
vision in killed and . was 
ninety killed and 658 wounded. The 
Forty-first Ohio, in Hasen brigade, 
out of a total engaged of 371, lost 
140 killed and wounded. The shat- 
tered regiments streamed back in 
confusion, leaving a gap in the di- 
vision line. 
Ammen's brigade, was sorely 
pressed. Constituting the left of the 
army, it was in constant risk of be- 
ing turned. Bruce's brigade, now 
put in hazard by the recession of 
Hazen, could give only indirect as- 
sistance to Ammen. Just then, Ter- 
rill's regular battery, of four twelve- 
pounders (Napoleons) and two ten- 
pound Parrotts, having arrived from 
Savanneh, and missed its way to Me- 
Cook's division, was ordered by Gen. 
Buell to Nelson's relief. Dashing out. 
to the skirmish line in front of Col. 
Ammen, in order to get the range of 
the enemy's batteries, Terrill’s guns 
became the target of the concentrat- 
ed fire of the opposing batteries and 
the line of infantry. He was com- 
pelled to retire; but, firtng as he re- 
tired, he kept at a distance the long 
line that followed and essayed to 
charge. Col. Tuttle, who had been 
marching what was left of W. H. 
L. Wallace’s division in reserve, in 
rear of Nelson and Crittenden, sent 
the Second Iowa forward in ald of 
Terrill. At the same time the For- 
tieth Ilimots, of McDowell's brigade, 
Sherman's division, which had been 
marching in reserve to Nelson, filed 
to the front around Ammen’s left 


‘flank, and the Confederate Une re- 


tired to theif position in the timber. 
Ammen's Itne, which fell back under 
the galling fire, called out by Ter- 
runs artillery charge, now returned 
to the front and occupied the tim- 
ber, where the enemy, had been. It 
was now nearly 2 o’cléck. There was 
no more fighting in Nelson's front. 
Terrill's battery suffered so severely 
that the Sixth Ohio was detalled as 
its special support, and supplied ar- 
tillerists from its ranks. From an 
advanced position in Nelson's front, 
upon his skirmish line, this battery 
succeeded in opening an enfilading 
fire upon the troops in front of Mc- 
Cook, and ond section advanced far 
enough to take in reverse the bat- 
teries that were engaged with Crit- 
tenden and McCook. . 

Gen. Crittenden's division moved a 
little after 3 o'clock to Nelson's right. 
Col, W. 8. Smith's brigade connect- 
ed with Nelson and continued his 
line. Gen. J. T. Boyle's brigade was 
formed in rear of the left wing of 
Smith's brigade. A little after 6 
Glock McCook marched to the 
front with Rousseau’s brigade, and 
sormed on Crittenden’s right, but 
facing to the west. The Fourteenth 
Wisconsin, assigned to Prentias'’s di- 
vision, not atriving at Pittsburgh till 
Monday morning, rpported to Gen.

Gen. Buell describes the 
formed as follows: 

“The force under my command oc- 
cupied a line of about a mile and a 
half. In front of Nelson's division 
was an open field, partially screened 
toward his right by a skirt of woods, 
which extended beyond the enemy's 
line, with a thick undergrowth in 
front of the left brigade of C?Pitten- 
den's division; then an open field in 
front of Crittenden’s right and Me- 
Cook's left, and in front of McCook’s 
right woods again, with a dense un- 
der growth. The ground, nearly level 
in front of Nelson, formed a hollow 
in front of Crittenden, and fell into 
a small creek or ravine, which emp- 
ties into Owl Creek, in front of Me- 
Cook. What I afterward learned 
was the Hamburg road (which 
crosses Lick Creek a mile from its 
mouth) passed perpendicularly 
through the line of battle near Nel- 
son's left. A short distance in rear 
of the enemy's left, on high, open 
ground, were the encampments of 
McClernand’s and Sherman's divi- 
sions, which the enemy held.” This 
line is almost identical with the line 
held by McArthur, Hurlbut, Prentiss, 
and Wallace, Sunday afternoon. 
Buell’s cavalry was not brought up, 
and, from want of transportation, 
only three batteries—Bartlett’s and 
Mendenhall’s of Crittenden'’s division, 
and Terrill's of McCook’s division. But 
these were served with remarkable ef- 
fictency. 

When Crittenden took position, his 
skirmishers were advanced acfoss 
the open fleld to the edge of the tim- 
ber in front. This dense growth, 
called in the reports “chapparal” and 
„Jungle,“ covered b slopes of a 
hollow, which was threaded by a4 
rivulet with muddy borders, and was 
the scene of many a bloody repulse 
the day before, in the repeated as- 
saulte upon Prentiss. The skirmish- 
ers soon became engaged, and a bat- 
tery concealed in woods on rising 
ground beyond, layed upon the 
troops in line. e skirmishers re- 
tired to the line, but were sent back 
to their original position, while Bart- 
lett’s battery silenced the hostile bat- 
tery, and, by accurate fire, compelled 
it several times to shift its position. 
A line of battie appearing in the 
timber preparing to charge, the 
skirmishers were called back, Bartlett 
swept the bushes with canister and 
shrapnell, Boyle's brigade charged 
into the brush, encountered tho fire 
ot the Confederate line at close quar- 
ters, replied, charged, and drove the 
enemy through the timber to an open 
field beyond.- The enemy rapidly 
crossed the field and took position in 
woods on its farther side: A line of 
cavalry appearing at one end of the 
field, which was also commanded hy 
the enemy's battery, Boyle withcrew 
his regiments to thelr original posi- 
tion. Bartlett's battery, elded by 
Mendenhall's, was in constant activity. 
The infantry, with intervening pauses 
of cessation, met and made charges 
into the chapparal. Mendenhali’s bat- 
tery, in the course of the day, ex- 
pended five hundred and twenty-six 
rounds of ammunition, or «bout 
eighty-eight to the gun Bartlett, by 
noon, had fired his entire supply, eix 
hundred rounds, and took his battery 
to the land to replenish. When 
he returned. fighting had ceased. 
After an hour of quiet, a furious at- 
tack was ma on. Smith's brigade. 
The contest that ensued is described 
in Col. Smith's report; The enemy 
soon yielded when a running fight 
commenced, which extended ut « 
mile to our front, where we captured 
@ battery and shot the horses and 
many of the cannoneefs. Owing to 
the obstructed nature of the ground, 
the enthusfastic courage of the ma- 
jority of our men, the laggard dis- 
charge of their duty by many, and tne 
disgraceful cowardice of «ome, our 
line had been transformed into a col- 
umn of attack, representing the vari- 
ous grades of courage, from reckless 
daring to ignominious fear. At the 
head of this column stood a few he- 
role men, not adequately supported, 
when the enemy returned to the at- 
tack with three fresh regiments in 
good order. We were driven back by 
these nearly to the first position oc- 
cupied by our line, when we again 
rallied and moved forward toward the 
battery. Reaching a ravine to the 
right, and about six: hundred paces 
from the battery, we halted and 
awaited the assistance of Menden- 
denhall’s battery, which was brought 
into action on.a knoll within half a 
mile of the enemy's battery, which 
it immediately silenced. We then ad- 
vanced and captured it the second 
time, and succeeded in holding-it de- 
spite the efforts of the efiemy to ro- 

u us. This charge entirely shat- 
tered Cleburne's brigade, and it dig- 
appeared from the contest. This ended 
the battle in Crittenden's front, and 
Mendenhall’s battery advanced and 
fired on the flank of the column, by 
that time retiring before McCook’s 
division. The force which Gen. Crit- 
tenden was commanded by 
Gen. Breckenridge, and consisted of 
one of Breckenridge’s brigades—Stat- 
ham'’s—aided by the brigades of Rus- 
sell and A. P. Stewart, from Polk’s 
corps. These two brigades constit- 
uted Clark’s division, but Gen. Clark 
having been wounded the previous 
day, the brigades were under Breck- 
enridge’s immediate command. To 
those was added Cleburne’s brigade, 
reduced to one-third of its numbers. 
One-third was killed and wounded 
before Buckland’s ¢, Sunday 
morning; one-third had s« led to 
the rear; the remaining third rallied 
to enter into Monday's battie. 

In accordance with the direction of 
Gen. Buell, McCook deployed Rous- 
seat’s brigade into line ing toward 
Shiloh church. The Fifteenth Michi- 
gan, Intended for Prentisas’s division, 
arriving at the same time with Me- 
Cook, reported to him and was at- 
tached for the day to Rovusseau’s 
brigade. Gen. Beauregard still held 
his own position near the church, and 
as the line of inevitable retreat was 
by the road passing by the church, 
it was necessary that his force should 
hold this position to the last. It was 
a center to which stragglers and 
fragments of commands had drifted 
during the night Monday morning 
the greater part of Beauregard’s army 
reported there, and, though much 
was dispatched thence to other quar- 
ters, portions so dispatched returned 
to take part in the final conflict. 
Pond'’s brigade, after its rapid re- 
treat from Lewis Wallace's front, had 
a faticuing march before finally set- 
tung into position. He says in his 
report: “I was ordered by Gen. Rug- 
gies to form on the extreme left and 
rest my left on Owl Creek. While 
proceeding to execute this order, I 
was ordered to move by the rear of 
the main line to support the extreme 
right of Gen. Hardee's line. Having 
taken my position to support Gen. 
Hardee's right, I was again ordered 
by Gen. Beauregard to advance and 
occupy the crest of a ridge In the edge 
of an old field. My line was just 
formed in this position when Gen. 
Polk ordered me forward to supp’ 
his line. While moving to the sup- 
port of Gen. Polk, an order reached 
me from Gen. Beauregard to report 
to him with my command at his head- 
quarters“ Rugeles’s division and 
Cheatham's division, with one regi- 
ment of Clark's, were put on the Con- 
federate left of Shiloh church: Wood's 
brigade and Trabue's brigade to the 
right.

first sent to oppose Crittenden, but 
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were afterward shifted toward the 
Confederate left, to McCook’s front. 
The report of Col. Thompson, Beaure- 
gard’s aide-de-camp, to Gen. Beaure- 
gard, states: “About 11:30 o'clock 
it was apparent that the enemy's 
main attack was on our left, and our 
forces began to yield to the vigor of 
his attack.” 

When Rousseau’s was 
formed, his right was in the alr. 
McCook held it in place till Kirk's bri- 
gade arrived from Savannah, and oc- 
cupied the time exploring the ground 
to his front and right. Kirk having 
arrived, McCook moved Rousseau’s 
brigade across a ravine to «4 ris- 
ing ground a few hundred yards 
in advance, and placed Kirk's 
brigade in reserve of Rousseau’s 
right, to protect the exposed flank. 
A company of regulars (there were 
three battalions of regulars in Rous- 
seau’s command) was sent into the 
woods as skirmishers. In less than 
an hour the skirmishers were driven 
back and followed by the Fourth 
Kentucky Regiment and Fourth Ala- 
bama Battalion belonging to Trabue's 
brigade. After a fierce attack for 
twenty minutes, the assailants fell 
back before the rapid and well-dl- 
rected fire of Rousseau’s men and re- 
tired out of sight in the timber. Tra- 
bue’s regiments rallied and quickly re- 
turned to the assault with greater vi- 
gor than before. The steady fire of 
Rousseau's men again drove them to 
retreat: Rousseau advanced into the 
timber, passed through it to an open 
field, when Trabue, who, with three 
regiments was engaged with McCler- 
nand, united the two portions of his 
brigade and charged furiously upon 
Rousseau. After a desperate struggle 
Trabue gave way; Rousseau captured 
two guns and rep McCler- 
nand's headquarters. 

This advance drew Rousseau away 
from Crittenden, while it connected 
him with MeClernand; exposed his 
left, while it covered his right. Col. 
Willich, who had arrived with the 
Thirty-second Indiana, passed around 
to the left, and, with regiment in col- 
umn doubled on the center, charged 
upon the enemy in that quarter, drove 
him into the timber, then deploying 
in line, opened fire. Willich became 
subject to so hot a fire—mainly, he 
reports, from the national t 
that he was compelled to retire. 
Dressing his lines he charged again. 
Observing undue excitement in his 
men, he halted the regiment, and 
in the midst of the battle ex 
the men in the manual of arms. Hav- 
ing thus steadied them, he resumed 
the charge and again drove the enemy 
into the timber. Rousseau’s com- 
mand having exhausted their cart- 
ridges, Kirk’s brigade took place in 


the line, while Rousseau, behind 
them, replenished from the supply 
which Gen. McCook already pre- 


cured. Gibson's brigade having now 
arrived, was deployed, about 2 o'clock, 
on the left. The two armies were 
concentrating about Shiloh Church,

Veatch’s brigade, of 
Huribut’s division, which had been 
acting in reserve, was moved forward 
by McCook and extended his left. The 
division being now sorely pressed by 
the enemys artillery, Maj. Taylor, 
Sherman's chief of artillery; brought 
forward Bouton's battery and assigned 
part to each brigade. The section as- 
signed to Gibson quickly silenced the 
batteries in his front. McCook was 
_ connected with the forces to his 
t. 

McClernand’s command consisted— 
Monday morning—of the Forty-sixth 
Illinois, of Huribut's division, consti- 
tutins his right; the Twentieth, Sev- 
enteenth, Forty-third, Forty-fifth, 
Forty-eighth and Forty-ninth Illinois, 
of his own division, being his First 
and Second Brigades, and, on his left, 
the Fifty-third Ohto, Sherman's 
division, and the Eighty-first Ohio, of 
W. H. L. Wallace’s division. Except 
the two flanking regiments, the 
Forty-sixth Illinois and the Bighty- 
first Ohio, the regiments were ex- 
tremely reduced. After firing had 
opened by Nelson and by Lewis Wal- 
lace, McClernand moved across the 
ravine of Brier Creek to the large 
open field, where his line was dressed: 
McAllister’s battery was brought up 
and engaged a battery posted beyond, 
or in the proper front of, McCler- 
nand’s First Brigade camp. Lewis 
Wallace's batteries beyond the tim- 
ber to the northwest, and a battery 
with Sherman in the same direction. 
joined in the artillery combat. The 
Confederate battery becoming silent, 
McClernand moved forward and en- 
tered the camp of his First Brigade.

The line again 
advanced, pushed the enemy back 
through McClernand’s camp, where 
he made a stand, and McClernand 
was again compelled to yield. Gen. 
McCook now extended his right by

The two divisions connected, 
and the Twenty-eighth Illfnots re- 
turned to the reserve. 

Sherman, being ordered by Gen. 
Grant early in the morning to ad- 
vance and recapture his camps, sent

marched the Forty-elghth Ohto, at 
dawn, out from the reserve artillery, 
and Buckland‘s brigade was complete. 
Col. Stuart was found near the land- 
ing with two regiments of his brig- 
ade, and a smal! detachment of the 
Third, the Seventy-first Ohio.

the presence: of a hostile line of bat- 
tle. At the same time Pond’s brigade 
and Ketchum’s battery became aware 
of oe oe that only the valley of 
Drier Creek separated them from 
troops that had arrived in the night. 
Col. Pond was dismayed by the fur- 
ther discovery that he was nearly a 
mile in advance of his nearest sup- 
port. After a short engagement he 
withdrew hig infantry, leaving Whar- 
ton’s regiment eof mounted Texas 
Rangers to support the battery. Aft- 
er a sharp artillery duel, Ketchum 
Grew off his battery, covered by the 
mounted regiment. Gen. Grant, di- 
recting Wallace te push his line of 
attack to the west, directly from the 
river, the division advanced, the 
brigades in echelon, the First te the 
front and left, the Third to the right 
and rear, sweeping the bluffs facing 


Sherman's camps. Wheeling, the di- 
vision to the left, he soon became hot- 
ly engaged, first Thompson's battery 
with another battery. then tnfantry 
with opposing infantry. 

There was yet a gap between Sher- 
man and Wallace, but the conflict 
now raged about Shiloh Church with 
a fury surpassing any portion of the 
battle Sunday.

Thompson's battery having expended 
ite last round, Thurber’s guns took 
their place so quickly that there was 
no intermission in the fire. The 
Twentieth Ohio, sent off to the right 
to meet a force springing up in that 
quarter, met with a sudden discharge 
at close range, dashed through a 
fringe of bushes and drove a battery 
from the field beyond. 

Wood's brigade, charging on Rous- 
seau, was knocked to pieces and re- 
tired to the rear, where Gen. Wood, 
with the ald of cavalry, gathered up 
1500 straggiers into an ineffective re- 
serve. McCook pushed his line. for- 
ward to Sherman's camp. The lines 
were pressed closer and the fire was 
hotter than ever. Gen. Grant called 
two regiments, and in person led them 
in a charge in McCook’s front, and 
broke the enemy’s line. Endurance 
has tts limits. The intense strain 
of two days was telling. Beauregard 
saw his men were beginning to flag: 
exhausted regiments were dropping 
out of line. It was now 8 o'clock. 
Two hours before Gen. Beauregard 
had sent word to his extreme right 
in Nelson's front, to retire slowly in 
alternate lines.

though enlisted as such. The 40,000, 
therefore, is the number of the com- 
batants engaged in the battle. The 
field return is suaceptible of further 
explanattons, e character of which 
does not appear. The field return, for 
example, gives the “present for duty” 
in the aftillery in Polk’s camp, as 
twenty officers and $31 enlisted men— 
351 in all: while the official report of 
the chief of artillery of the corps, of

41,153 present for duty in Grant's 
army at Pittsburgh Landing, Bunday 
morning, is not a consolidated return, 
but a collection of footings of regi- 
mental returns, the nearest in date 
attainable to April 6th, for the most 
part furnished by the War Depart- 
ment to Col. Johnston, the rest either 
taken from reports of State adjutnt- 
generals, or else estimated. e 
statement includes the Fourteenth 
Wisconsin and the Fifteenth Michi- 
gan, neither of which arrived until 
after the close of Sundays battle. 
Deducting the “present for duty” 
given for these 1400 leaves, in round 
numbers, as in Gen. Johnston’s army, 
40,000. But “present for duty” in 
the returns of the National forces in- 
cludes musicians, buglers, artificers, 
etc.; all men present for the duty for 
which they are enlisted. The army 
was clothed with music. There were 
seventy-two regiments t, in- 
cluding those which ved Sunday 
morning. The field music of 720 
companies, with the duglers of cav- 
alry and artillery, made three thou- 


sand men. Besides there were bands 
so numeroug that an order was shortly 
afterward ade restricting the num- 


ber of bands to one to each brigade. 
Where the battle reports sive the 
number taken into action, the differ- 
ence in the number given and the 
number of “present for duty.” as 
given by the War Department at Col. 
Johnston, suggests that many had 
gone on to the sick list, or been de- 
tailed, between the date of the re- 
turn and April 6th; or that many men 
present for duty were left behind tn 
camp. Probably all were true, and 
83,000 or 32,000 is the number of of- 
ficers, non-commissioned officers, and 
privates actually engaged in Sunday's 
battle on the National side. The ra- 
inforcements of Monday numbered. 
of Buell’s army, about 20,000; Lewis 
2 6500; other regiments, about 
There ought to be no uncertainty 
in the reports of casualties. Yet, 
while the general result is clear, pre- 
cision in detail is now hardly attain- 
able. Ben. Beauregard’s report cives 
his logs as 1728 killed, 86012 wounded, 
and $69 missing; making an aggregate 
of 10,699. Of the reported missing 
many were killed or wounded. These 
numbers are the aggregate of losses 
reported by brigades. They cannot 
include casualties at division, corps, 
or army headquarters, happening 
either to the generals commanding. 
or to the officers on their stag, or 
to enlisted men on duty. And while 
batteries were attached to brigades, 
the cavalry was a wholly independent 
command, not attached or reporting 
to brigades or divisions; two regi- 
ments were not attached to any corps. 
Their casualties cannot be included 
in brigade reports. Col. Johnston, 
after much examination, “finds a pos- 
sible variation of 218 more casualties. 
principally in missing, that might be 
added to Gen. Beauregard’s report.” 
The generally accepted official re. 
port of the National loss 1s: In 
Grant’s army, 14387 killed, 68679 
wounded, and 2934 missing, making 
a total of 10,050; tn Ruell's army, 263 


1700 kitted, 7495 wounded, and 9022 
captured—making total, 12,217. The 
War Department, in the printed col- 
lection of battle reports, does not 
give the casualties of the two armies 
separately, but gives the agxcreente., 
1574 killed, 7795 wounded, and 2794: 
missing—making a total of 12,163. 
The “Medical and Surgical History 
of the War“ makes the loss 1735 
killed, 7882 wounded, 23966 missing 
— making a total of 13.573. The loss 
of the Army of the Ohio, as given 
above, is the report of Gen. Buel! 
on April 15. Six days later, the 
medical director of that army made 
to Gen. Buell a tabulated statement 
of killed and wounded in each regi- 
ment, brigade, and division engared, 
which makes the number 234 killed 
and 1728 wounded. All these esti- 
mates are based upon the same ma- 
terial—upon the field reports. As the 
revisers of the reports for publica- 
tion have had the best opportunity 
for deliberate examination and for 
comparison of the reports with mus- 
ter-rolls, their estimate of casualties 
is perhaps the most trustworthy. 

The loss in artillery on each side 
was about equal. Gen. Sherman lost 
seven guns and captured seven. Gen. 
MecClernpand lost 6 guns and captured 
three. Prentiss lost eight guns. Hurl- 
but lost two batteries. The Army 
of the Ohio captured about twenty 
guns, many of them befng recaptured

Above the 
fre-box is a fretwork of fire brick 
reaching within a few feet of the 
top, or dome, of the cylinder, con- 
structed to admit the passage 
smoke, fumes and heat, with an es- 
Cape port, or cap, which is opened 
Guring the firing. About fifteen min. 
utes’ firing is required to bring the 
fire brick to a temperature of 2000 
deg. Fahrenheit, the heat required for 
making gas. Then the oil and air are 
shut off below, and a jet of oll and 
air atomized into the chamber above. 
The Vent cap has been previously 
closed, so that the oll and air filter 
through the heated brick work where 
the gas is formed. This process con- 
. tinues halt an hour, when the bricks 
must be reheated. Thus a third of 
the time is spent in heating, and two- 
thirds in making gas. As the gas is 
— 1 tt passes through a conduit at 
e of the cylinder to an air- 
tight “washing tank“ filled with 
‘Water, which eliminates the carbon 
residue-—the carbon that is better 
than coal. From this tank the gas 
passes to another washing, or spray- 
Me tank, where the tar residue is 
removed, and from this tank it passes 
to an immense bolder preparatory to 
eint ridded of its taint of sulphur. 
It is then pure ofl gas, and is con- 
veyed to another holder, where it 
ia mixed with “water” gas. The 
water gas is a product of the carbon 
residue, used as fuel, and oll tniected 
as in the making of. oil gas, with the 
ception that the process is contin- 
ous. Mixed with ofl gas this makes 
the best commercial gas for lighting 
and heating. The tar refuse is used 
again as fuel, and in some cases sold 
for other commercial uses, but it 1s 
of inferior de and of small value 
as a by-product. 
The briquette plant is of especial 
interest. n the early experimenta- 
Sion in the making of gas from oll 
the carbon residue was a problem. 
So far as was then known, its com- 
ercial value was negative. It piled 
p like the dump of a mine or the 
Hag of a smelter, and the question 
Was, in a congested city like Los An- 
les, what to do with it. It could 
“not be drained into the dry river- 
bed, there was scant room for it on 
the premises, and it was expensive to 
Haul it off and dump it where the 
@ompany would be permitted to leave 
ét. ere was more experimentation. 
It was discovered that, compressed 
into briquettes, it made a really ex- 
ellen fuel. Tests showed that it 
would burn longer and produce more 
heat to the ton than coal. It had 
the advantage of being cleaner and 
easier to handle. And, being refuse 
that the company wanted to rid itself 
of, the only feature to consider was 
the coat of manufacturing it into bri- 
quettes. It was found that this could 
be done and the product sold at a 
profit of $9 a ton—several dollars 
cheaper than coal at its lowest figure.

There is great progress being made 


in the sleeve-valve type motor in the 
foreign country. They report the 
Knight factories running day and 
hight shifts to try and keep up the 
demand and large additions being 
added to the plants of the Daimler 
Company of England, and the Minerva 
Company in Belgium. They were par- 
ticularly impressed with the  pros- 
pects of the wire wheels and worm

“One thing which impressed me in 
my investigation of the wire wheel,“ 
said Edwards, was the fact that the 
numerous accidents which we hear of 
on this side of broken wheels as a re- 
sult of side skidding do not occur 
where wire wheels are used. In the 
case of the wire wheel the result. is 
as a rule, possibly a slightly bent 
front axle in case of the accident 
ing to the front wheel, and if it 
should happen that a few spokes are 
broken it is not necessarily put out of 
commission. However, I am _ fully 
convinced that most of the cases 
where we have broken wheels would 
never have materialized had the 
spokes been of wire instead of wood, 
and that many lives would have been 
saved in our country from this cause 


alene, 
NO SELF-STARTERS. 

“Little is being done in self-start- 
ers abroad. <A few concerns are fig- 
uring on them, but the fact that a 
large percentage of cars are driven 
by professional chauffeurs and that 
the ongines upon an average are small- 
er than we have here, they do not 
feel the need to furnish self-starters. 
There is much progress and refine- 
ment in body design across the water 
as well as the tendency towards lux- 
urious finish and the elimination of all 
vibration from the chassia. 

“Business has to the nt time 
been good in England, as well as in 
all Buropean countries. The entire 
business situation at the time I lett 
was greatly affected by the coal 
strike. Many men have been thrown 
out of work from this cause, more 
than a million and a half in England 
alone. and the fact that they were 
heavily threatened with a revolution

millinery story has an interesting 
chapter this spring. Time, thought and 
energy have been devoted to the placing 

of plumes on w and fabric shapes. The 
mark of the st and the professional is dis- 
eernible in the line, adjustment and general 
sweep of all plumes. The touch of the master 
hand makes the hat; the lack of knowledge 
concerning the new phases in construction and 
decoration will mar the most expensive shape. 

Just a hint about plumes: The genera! line 
of any feather can be changed by sewing on 
the under surface flat milliner’s wire. This en- 
ables the trimmer to bend the plume in any 
desired curve and insures the retention of the 
line. 

In the supple model with the lace facing, the 
brim has been turned up from the face. At the 
right side, toward the back, are placed white 
plumes in a high, straight mass. These suc- 


cessfully carry out the white note of the lace 


trimming. 

The long straight plume is placed at the 
front of the large model that shows a puffed 
edge of taffeta. There is undoubtedly a slender 
wire on the back of the feather, extending 
three-quarters of the length of the plume and 
giving the smart, stiff line so noticeable this 


season. 

The shaded plume in ‘pink and gray rejoices 
in two full ends. This type of feather is fas- 
tened in the center and the ends allowed to 
droop over the crown and brim. The plumes

N toward the back of the straw model. 

Coming from the crown of the fitted model 
are green feathers in a soft mass. The orien- 
tal embroidery above the silver fringe has em- 
erald green in its scheme, and the plumes. fas- 


tened securely on top, echo the brilliant note. 
For short tips or feathers this plan is ex- 
cellent.. 

Uncurted ostrich plumes can be wired and 
placed as shown tn the white chip model. The 
ends are caught at one side, and the long 
feathers are curved over the round crown and 
hang over the b The back of the hat is 
thus decorated. 

Plumes in the wired brush are shown in the 
face-trimmed ponnet. These are caught be- 
neath a deep velvet collar that surrounds the 
bonnet crown, They stand straight out at the 
back—the bases very slender and the tips 
pointing in different directions. 

On the small hat of gray is placed a gray- 
and-yellow plume, with a cavalier line of ad- 
jJustment,. ever attractive to the majority of 
pretty faces. It is attached to one side of the 
low crown and droops over the turn brim 
and falls below the hat toward the shoulder. 

Lines are straight, drooping, dashing, se- 
vere or picturesque. There is a leniency that 
is shown by Dame Fashion which will result 
in becomingness for wearers. Plumes, always 
beautiful, can be made to be doubly important 
in contributing to the ensemble of a hat.

This is successful 
when the material is thin, like linen, 
batiste, etc. Pin the sheet of paper 
and the material together and hold 
them up against the glass of a win- 
dow.

The strong light 
behind will make it plain. 

If you have carbon paper. you 
should place the sheet between your 
fabric and the newspaper. This latter 
ig on top. With a sharp penell go over 
the outline of the design. The im- 
pression will be left in ane lines and 
will last until worked. This method 
ie successful on heavy material, 

The last way is also easy. On wax 
paper or ordinary tissue paper trace 
the pattern before you. When the de- 
sign is completed, turn over the paper 


aud outline the pattern with a heavy 
lead pencil. Then place the des 
down on the fabric and redraw t 
ou hard with the pencfil. 
The ttern be transferred with- 
out difficulty.

Over this turned-im edge O82 in th 
scallops with darning .cottom in the 
usual way, then embroider or button- 
hole the scallops with silk of mercer- 
ized cotton. 

By turning in the edge this way you 
avold all possibility of the materia 
fraying after the scallops are cut out. 
The turned-in edge also dee as filler. 

Experts in the art of embroidery de- 
clare this to be the very test method of 
working a scalloped or uneven edge.
